Enthusiastic Reception Given the 
President at Philadelphia, 


Philadelphia, November 22.—President 
Roosevelt, accompanied by several mem- 
bers of his cabinet, came to this city to- 
day and spent the entire afternoon and 
evening. The visit of the nation’s chief 
executive and the members of his official 
family was for a two-fold purpose. 

During the afternoon the president was 
the chief speaker at the exercises incident 
to the dedication of the new Central 
High School for Boys. He made two ad- 
dresses at the institution, one in assembly 
hall, where the formal dedicatory ceremo- 
nies took place, and the other from the 
balcony of the building to the 1,5W pupils 
of the school. 

Tonight the president responded to a 
toast during the Founders’ day banquet 
at the Union League. lin the interim be- 
tween these events, President Roosevelt 
was entertained at luncheon by Charles 
Emory Smith, former postmaster general,

and was tenderef a reception at the home 
of Hdward T. Stotesbury. 

His reception by the citizens of this 
municipality today was most enthusias- 
tic. The special train bearing the pres- 
idential party arrived here over the Penn- 
syivania railroad at 11:45 o'clock. 

Thousands of people surrounded the sta- 
tion, and when the president appeared he 
received an ovation, which was continuous 
along the route to the high school. Car- 
riages were in waiting for the president's 
party, and, escorted’ by the first city troop, 
Philadelphia city cavalry, they proceeded 
up Broad street to the school building. 
The sidewalks were lned with. wildly 
cheering throngs and in a@ckonwiedgment 
of the enthuStastic demonstration the 
president repeatedly raised his hat. 


President. on Public Schools. 

At the school building the president ad- 
dressed first an assemblage composea 
mainly of alumni of the institution. ‘The 
president paid a tribute to the public 
school system, saying in part 

‘“‘Nothing like our present system of ed- 
ucation was known in earlier times. No 
Such system of public education for the 
people by the representatives of the peo- 
ple existed. It is, of course, a mére tru- 
ism to say that the stability, the future 
welfvare of our institutions depend upon 
the grade of citizenship turned out from 
Our public schools. No body of public 
servants, no body of individuals associated 
with private life are better worth the ad- 
miration and respect of all who value cit- 
izenship at its true worth than the body 
composed by the teachers in the public 
schools throughout the length and breadth 
of this union. They have to deal with the 
citizenship in the raw, and to turn it out 
somethMg like a finished product, and 1 
think that all of us who have endeavored 
to deal with that citizenship in the raw 
in our own homes appreciaie the burden 
of responsibility. The training given in 
the public schools must, of course; be 
not merely a training in intellect, Dut a 
training in what counts for infinitely more 
than intellect—a training in character.”

Berlin, Noverniber 22.—Herr Krupp, the 
great gun maker and the richest man in 
Germany, died suddenly of apoplexy at 
4 o'clock this afternoon at his villa at 
Huogel. 

Herr Krupp had been ill for several 
days and a report of his condition was 
telegraphed daily to his wife. who had 
heen several months in Jena under medi- 
cal treatment. Concerned by the latest 
dispatch regarding her husband, Frau 
Krupp left Jena yesterday, accompanied 
by Professor Binswanger, of the medical 
faculty of the wniversity there, She 
will reach Esseh early Sunday morn- 
ing. 

According to the medical reports, his 
physicians succeeded in restoring Herr 
Krupp to conschousness, 
tient soon relapsed into insensibility. 
He died at 3 o’cléck. In the meantime 
the directors of the Krupp works and 
Herr Krupp’s solicitors had been sum- 
moned. They held a consultation after 
his death and caused a bulletin announc- 
ing his demise to be posted at the works 
at 6 o'clock. At about hoon rumors were 
in circulation in. Besen that Herr Krupp 
was dying, but the public had no accu- 
rate information regarding his condition 
until the great .works which dominate 
the city and furnish employment to 43,000 
men were closed. 

Suicide Suggested. 
The first question that every one asked 
was, ‘Did Herr Krupp commit suicide?’ 

Only a week ago the Vorwaerts acctised 
Krupp of having committed a revolting 
crime on the island of Capri, and yet all 
conclusions drawn from this peculiar suc- 
cession of events. are ‘but vague and un- 
tlean. The question which occupies the 
public mind after the announcement of

stigma of perversity upon a man of honor 
who knew himséif~ to be innocent and 
thus hastened the end of a life upon 
which until then had not fallen even a 
‘shadow of suspicion. 

Into the chads of questions and’ uncer- 
tainty comes like an icy stream of water 
today’s calm announcement of § the 
“Vorwaerts.”” “We will reserve the con- 
vincing proofs of our assertion until call- 
ed upon to produce them in the tria! of. 
the suit begun against us.”” That seems 
to indicate that the Vorwaertre has not 
yet fired its last shot. At all events, 
Krupp’s tragic fate occasions general 
synipathy, for he was genérally liked and 
respected even in the-circles: of his own 
workingmen. Yesterday's declaration of 
the Italian minister of the exterior, 
Prinetti, that Krupp shad not been ex- 
pelled from Capro, nor been forbidden to 
return to the island, does not entirely dis- 
pose of the ac.Jusation, 

The Italian government had no occa- 
sion to take such official measures in a 
matter not tried in court. It is also a 
wéll-known fact that Krupp habitually 
spent enormous sums when visiting his 
favorite resort, the Voleanic, Rocky 
island, near Neapel; sums the inhabitants 


Philadelphia, November 22.—(Special.)— 
Excitement was caused this afternoon just 
after President Roosevelt left the resi- 
dence of ex-Postmaster General Smith 
for the reccption at Mr. Stotesbury’s. The 
carriage containing the president and 
Secretary Cortelyou has. just started, 
flanked on either side by a squadron of 
the Philadelphia city troop@# and a secret 
service mar was on the box of the car- 
riage.

At the same time Secretary Cor- 
telyou, springing up, leaned far over to 
protect the president from any possible 
harm. The man got .by the mounted 
guards, but, as it turend out, he meant 
no mischief. ‘I only want to shake the 
president’s hand,"’ said he appealingly to 
Secretary Cortelyou, extending an open 
palm. Secretary Cortelyou thereupon 
sank into his seat and the president gave 
the man a friendly handshake. ‘ 

Meantime the carriage had stopped and 
mounied police and troopers had formed 
&@ close cordon around it. But in the 
confusion a negra had also reached the 
carriage. He grasped the  president’s 
hand and covered it with kisses. The ex- 
citement caused by the incident subsided 


in an instant, and the processian pro- 
ceeded.

Work in Guatemala 


Refugees Confirm The Constitution’s 
Story Published Last Week That 
Thousands PerishedThou- 
sands Starving and Rev- 
olution Is Imminent. 


New Orleans, November 22.—The Pica- 
yune today print& the following letter: 

“Port Barrios, Guatemala, November 16. 
Refugees who have arrived here this 
week from western Guatemala report a 
terrible state of affairs as a result of the 
eruption of Santa Maria volcano. 

“The country for a radtus of over 30 
miles has been made a desolate waste 
and every vestige of life destroyed. The’ 
loss of life is estimated at over 7,000, 
the great majority of the victims being 
Indians. Ten Indian villages, each with 
a nopulation of from 58 to 5,000 inhab- 
itants, were wiped out, the rude huts be- 
ing buried beneath tons of voleanic de- 
bris. All of the coffee plantations in the 
voleanic zone are ruined and their owners 
left penniless. The greatest distress pre- 
vails throughout the central and western 
portions of the republic, and even on the 
eastern coast the effects are felt in the 
scarcity of money and the rise in ex- 
change. 

“A famine prevails at Quezaltenango 
and 10,000 people are starving. Even in 
Gnatemala City, the capital, the inhab- 
itants are suffering for food. The govern- 
ment !s utterly unable to relieve the djs- 
tress and suffering, and the people are on 
the verge of revolution. ~ 

“Porforio Herrera, who owned a valu- 
able coffee plantation 7 miles from the 
Santa Maria volcano, was among the 
refugees who arrived here today and 
sailed for Nicaragua. Senor Herrera, in 
an interview discussing the situation said: 

“ "The eruption ceased on the morning 
of November 9, when I ventured to my 
plantation and found it buried beneath 
19 feet of ashes, mud and sand, hurled 
from tne volcan . Everything on the place 
was in ruins.’ 

“His residence was destroyed, and out 
of 112 laborer@ employed on the planta- 
tion, all but four perished. His family 
was in Guatemala City and therefore 
escaped. 

“ ‘On the trip to my plantation.’ he con- 
tinned. ‘I passed a number of other cof- 
fee plantations which had shared the 
same fate as my own. The scene along 
the route was frightful. The dead bodies 
of Indians and animals who had been 
suffocated by the deadly fumes were 
visible everywhere and the stench was 
awful. I passed through one Indian vil- 
lage where over three hundred and fifty 
had perished. All of the bodies had their 
hands to their nostrils, -snowing plainly 
what caused death. The damage to the 
country is beyond repair.’ 

“Two new craters had been formed in 
the mountain side and were in eruption 
at last accounts.”’ ,

N GREAT FIRE 


Properly Loss Amounting to 
Dver Half Million Also Caused 
at Ashland, Wis, 


HUMBER OF THE DEAD 
MAY NEVER BE KNOWN 


Railroad Ore Dock Burned Rapidly 
and Finally Collapsed, Carrying 
Down Many Men Who Were 
Trying To Stay the 
Flames. 


Ashland, Wis., November 22—The Wis- 
consin Central railroad ore dock was de- 
stroyed by fire this afternoon, the loss 
involved being about $625,000. In falling 
the dock ‘carried with it a number of fire- 
men and dockmen, and several lives were 
lost, just how many probably will not 
be known for several days. Several bad- 
ly injured firemen were removed from 
the burning ruins, one of them with both 
legs broken. 

The fire caught about 5 o’clock, pre- 
sumably from a boat unloading lumber 
‘across the slip, and before the firemen 
arrived the entire ore dock, half a mile 
long, was in flames. An engine was run 
on the tramway as near to the fire as 
possible and half a hundred men began 
tearing apart the timbers connecting the 
tramway and the dock, to. keep it from 
falling with the dock. 

Suddenly the dock gave way, falling 
with a crash and carrying with it 200 
feet of the tramway, the engine just 
barely escaping the fall into the bay. 
Several hundred people were under the 
tramway, but most of them escaped with 
slight injuries. 

As the broken tramway and. the burn- 
ing dock fell, at least a dozen men were 
seen to go down in the ruins. The wreck 
fell into 20 feet of water, and it will be 
impossible to recover the bodies for some 
time. 

When the fire began the upper d@ock- 
man was cut off from the shore and a 
lumber boat put off to rescue him. An- 
other man, in running to the shore, fell 
into an ore pocket and his companions 
were compelled to leave him to his fate. 
The fire is still raging.

Upposition To Removal of 
Jackson-Boulevard Tracks 


Writ of Mandamus Also Asked To 
Force Company To Operate Cars 
cn Those Streets—Case Set 
for December 6—Other 
Court News. 


A bill was filed yesterday in tho su- 
perior court seeking to enjoin the Georgia 
Rallway and Electric Company from re- 
moving its abandoned tracks on Jackson 
street and the Boulevard between E/ge- 
wood and Auburn avenues; on Jackson 
street between Highland avenue and 
Angier avenue, and on the Boulevard be- 
tween Highland avenue and “Forrest 
avenue, and also asking for & writ of 
mandamus to force the company to 
operate cars, with a reasonable schedule, 
on the lines involved. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin set the case for a 
hearing on December 6, and issued an 
order restraining the company from re- 
moving the tracks until the hearing. 

The petitioner is Mrs. Annie BH. Steph- 
ens, who states that she is the owner of 
property on Jackson and East Cain streets 
and Highland avenue. The petition is, a 
lengthy typewritten document, and recites 
Street railway kistory for several years 
past. It mentidns the consolidation of 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit company and 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, stating that the ordinance which 
permitted the consolidation did not spe- 
cify that the new company should tear 
up its tracks on certain lines whenever 
it desired. 

Mrs. Stephens claims that since the 
abandonment of the tracks mentioned it 
is easjer for her to reach the center of 
the city or almost any other part of the 
city by street car than the territory north 
of Highl&and avenue or south cf Auburn 
avenue. 

The petitfon recites that if she desires 
te reach certain territory in that section 
of*the city by street car she has to go 
to the center of the city and then trans- 
fer to another HMne or pay extra fare, 
making a circuitous route. This isolation 
or bottling up, the petition states, ap- 
pears to have been needlessly and cruelly 
effected when there was no difficulty in 
the transporting of passengers along the 
route which the franchises of the com- 
pany required should be used. 

Mrs.* Stephens ‘alleges that because of 
the fact that.car lines passed in front of 
her property she made extensive improve- 
ments, but that the abandonment of the 
lines has depreciated tne market value 
of the property $10,000.

His body racked with pain, but mind 
alert, he began to devise ways whereby 
he could assist the poor but wortlry boys 
and girls of his immediate neighborhood 
in securing an education that would fit 
them to cope with the problem of life. 
He applied himself to thought and plans. 
He organized a literary club around his 
bedside, and such inspiration was breath- 
ed into their young lives and such effort 
encouraged. that the club expanded until 
it culminated in the Cobb County Liter- 
ary Convention, which is composed of 
clu¥s from every precinct in the county, 
and is possibly the only organization of 
the kind in the United States which holds 
annual intellectual tournaments to which 
the people flock from neighboring counties 
for miles around, 

Shut in from the joys of athletic sports, 
so dear to the heart of every American 
youth, his weak body encircled by a rigtd 
cast of plaster paris, this young and 
noble son of Georgia began to devise 
ways whereby he could aid those who, 
though rich in strength and physical 
manhood, were weak in learning, and 
who were too poor to attain an education. 

After years of weary waiting, but with 
spirit undaunted, he was enabled to leave 
his room in an invalid’s chair and to 
again enjoy the sunlight of God, 

This crippled farmer boy, after seven 
years in bed, gave himself to the in- 
tellectual and religious uplifting of the 
country boys and girls around his home. 

His first work was that on the lecture 
platform, speaking from his rolling chair, 
and giving to others that great learning 
and knowledge stored away in his strong 
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brain while his body was too weak for 
use, . 

His earnestness won him the sobriquet 
of “Earnest Willie,”” and drew large 
audiences, who were attracted to him by 
His magnetic and God-given power. He 
attained phenomenal success on the lec- 
ture platform, but gave it up to enter 
Mercer university, where he could better 
prepare himself for his life work 

Contact with boys struggling for an 
education begat a zeal and effort to se- 
cure a loan fund to help them. Without 
salary or even expenses, Earnest W5§llie 
went to New York, where he remaineu 
six months, and his efforts ‘under great 
difficulties were crowned with success. 
Then it was he began his brilliant cam- 
paign for Mercer’s endowment in Geor- 
gia, raising nearly a fourth of the $50,000 
received last year. : 

He has never received any compensa- 
tion whatever for his work, which makes 
his success more remarkable. He would 
visit a town, assist in revivals and lectur- 
ing in the interest of the college he 
would ask for subscriptions, which in al- 
most every case were liberally made, 
and after speaking at times twice a Cay 
for a week, would deliver a lecture to 
which a small admission was charged to 
defray his personal and traveling ex- 
penses. At these lectures lafge crowds 
have attended, and in this manner he has 
been en:®vled to cohtinue the great work 
he has undertaken, 

After finishing his work for Mercer and 
the young men of Georgia he began his 
campaign in the interest of the giris and 
Monroe colege at Forsyth. 

The task he has undertaken for Mon- 
roe college at Forsyth is enormous, It 1s 
that of raising at least $40,000 to bulld a 
60-room dormitory, ‘of which this great 
institution is. badly in need, and for 
other improvements absolutely necessary 
on account of the wonderful growth of 
this school. He has undertaken this 
work without salary, as he believes the 
people will be more easily won to the’ 
great work. 

Monroe college, under the presidency of 
Dr, Charles Spurgeon Jackson, represents 
a great and vital movement for the edu- 
cation of women in Georgia. It brings the 
best classical, technical and normal train- 
ing to girls at a cost of only $125 a year, 
including board and tuition.

The Baptist state eonventisn convened 
again at 0190 e’eleck this hiorning, and 
devutienal exerelses Were held. 

The repert of the committee on repre- 
sentation in the Bouthern Baptist con- 
vention ty be held at Savannah reported. 
Among the delegate named is Governor 
Joseph M, Terrell, ° 

The report ea Woman's work was pre- 
#onted by mey. J. T. Jenkina, ot ‘Mari- 
etta, and eleatvient apecches eommendatory 
of the report were made by Rev. J. T. 
Jenkias, af Marietta; D, B. Hamilton, of 
Rome; R. W, Anthony, of Augusta; J. D. 
Jordan, of Gavannah; W. 1D. Upstaw, of 
Forayth, and Charles Goodwin. 

The report of the cummi!ttee on orphans’ 
home was read by I. B. Bell, of Atlanta, 
President Northen made an earnest, elo- 


quent and forolbie addreszz, telling of his 
pessonal observagion of the work ° being 


done at the orphans’ home at Hapevilic, 


and fer the benefit of the convention gave 
a concive and interesting description of 
how whe orphans jJved in the home that 
was bullt for them by the Baptists of 
Georgia. Walker Dungeon, chairman of 
the finance comimittee of the home, spoke 
of the financial conditiqn of that insti- 
tution. The property now belonging to 
the home is worth about $50,000, and the 
institution owes $1,500. One hundred and 
ten children are bein. red for by the 
home. Rev J. B. Taylor, traveling agent 
of the home, also made a short addrgess. 
Education Commission. 

The education commission presented its 
réport, which was read by Dr. P. D. Pol- 
lock, president of the commission. The! 
various meetings of the commission which 
have been held since the convention at 
Rome last Spring and the official transac- 
tions of the cogmission were gone into 
in detail. During the coming year 41 
effort will be made to raise funds for 
the following purposes: 

Emergency fund, improvement fund 
and endowment funds. No school under 
the commission has received any support 
from state schools, nor handle any state 
funds. 

Since the last convention invitations 
have been extended to Shorter college, at 
Rome, ahd Monroe Female college, at 
Forsyth, to come in under the commis- 
sion, and those schools have accepted the 
offer, and from, hence forward will be op- 
erated under the direction of and Mm coop- 
eration with the education commission of 
the Georgia Baptist convention. The 
representatives of the convention on the 
board of Shorier college selected yester- 
day are E. H. Callaway, Augusta; C. B. 
Gibson, Atlanta; B. E. Willingham, Ma- 
con; J. P, Cooper, Rome; W. W. Lan- 
drum, Atlanta; J. D. Jordan, Savannah, 
and J: L. Bass. Rome. 

The Southern Female college of La: ‘ 
Grange was invited to come in under the 
commission, but owing to local conditions 
the proposition could not be accepted. 

Whe commission tdorsed W. D. Up- 
shaw as agent for the endowment of 
Monroe college, and will aid in the work 
of securing the $40,000 endowment which 
is to be raised during the coming year. 

The Rev. L. R. Gwaltney, of Shorter 
Female college, was indorsed as financial 
agent for the institution and will be 
aided in his efforts to raise 350,000 for 
that institution. The report of the com- 
mission was adopted unanimously with- 
out discussion. 

Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session the report of 
the committee on cooperation was read 
and the following sums of money are to 
be raised by the Baptists of Georgia dur- 
ing the ensuing year: Foreign missions, 
$25,000; home missions, $20,000; state mis- 
sions, $25,000; orphans’ home, $10,000; min- 
isterial education, $25,000; ministeria) re- 
Mef, $3,000; Monroe Female college, such 
part of $30,000 as may be necessary. 

Dr. W. W. L&ndrum, of Atlanta, in 
support of the report of the committee, 
made one of the ablest speeches heard 
during the convention. Dr. Landrum is 
one of the strongest and most influential 
men in the: state, and his every utter- 
ance was Hstened to with marked atten- 
tion by the convention. ,

TRIED TO STAB POLICEMAN. 


Negro Attempts To Cut Officer Wells 
and Is Clubbed by Officer Ros- 
ser—Lively Tussle. 


Officer Wells came near being cut to 
death by a desperate negro last night 
about 10 o’clock at the corner of Peters 
and Haynes streets.

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Southern's President Talks ofthe 
New Depot Plans, 


At Dinner Given Last Night in His 


“Atianta’s new passenger depot will be 
built as fast as men and money can com- 
plete the work of construction,” said 
Samuel Spencer, president of the South- 
ern railway, at the dinner given in his 


| honor by Captain James W. English lest 


night. 

In speaking of the depot, Mr. Spencer 
stated there is no doubt as to its imme- 
diate construction and added that when 
completed & will be a building which will 
not only be sufficient to handle all the 
passenger trains of the railroads now en- 
tering Atlanta, but those of all railroads 
which may enter the city in the future. 

Mr. Spencer did not into the details 
of the depot matter, ot spoke in a con- 
gratulatory manner of the final settle- 
ment of the old wrangle over the depot 
and the final definite decision of the rail- 
roads to take the matter in their own 
hands and build a depot sufficient to 
handle their traffic and accommodate all 
travel in and out of Atlanta. 

Mr, Spencer arrived in the city yester- 
day morning from Jackson, Miss. While 
in the city he devoted almost his entire 
time to social affairs and gavé little ai- 
tention to business matters. He jeft for 
the east on the New York fast mail at 
midnight. 

Chief Engineer H. M. Steele, of the 
Central of Georgia, who is handling the 
depot matter, left last night for Savan- 
hah. Before leaving the city Mr. Steele 
stated to a representative of The Consti- 
tution that the application for a charter 
for the Atlanta Union Station Company 
woud be advertised this week. He thinks 
that as soon as this charter is granted the 
other roads will be invited to join in con- 
structing the depot. ‘It is now believed 
that this invitation will be issued by the 
Atlanta Union Station Company and not 
by the Southern and Central of Georgia 
railways. 

Until this invitation is issued the other 
roads will naturally make no statement 
as to their intentions in the matter. How- 
ever, it is believed that all the roads, 
even the Western and Atlantic, will be 
found in the new depot. The Central is 
one of the prime movers for the depot 
and as the Western and Atlantic . gets 
nearly al] its through business from the 
Central it is believed that the officials of 
the former will be willing to cut loose 
from the Central.

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A decision of far-reaching effect to fra- 
ternal insuran¢e orders and to persons 
who carry this kind of insurance was 
handed down in the United States circuit 
court of appéals at St. Paul in the caso 
of M. V. Tevis against the Modern Wood- 


- men of America. The decision of a lower 
court was reversed. 


The decision of the lower court, which 
had been adopted by several lower state 
courts, declared the collecting clerk to be 
the agent of the supreme lodge, and that 
his acts, regardless of the by-laws of the 
society, even if abso'utely in conflict 
therewith, were the acts of the company 
and it was bound thereby. The effect of 
such lower court decision thus made the 


© Bociety’s laws absolutely null if a col- 


lecting clerk saw fit not to observe them, 
and made his acts supreme in the con- 
struction of the contract between the go- 
'Glety and the members of the lodge. Thx

to the varying acts of local clerks of loca) 
d es. There are in the United Scutes 
collecting clerks in all fraterna? 
Thus of ihe 12,000 collect- 
ing clerks of the Modern Woodmen 
there could be 12,000 constructions of con- 
tracts of Woodmen members if each clerk 
Saw fit to and by his acts violate the pro- 
Visions of the society laws. 

The forerunner of the decision Was a 
fecision rendered in February by the 
United States supreme court, which pro- 
Mulgated strongly the principle of jaw 
upon which the decision is baged.

The 
records of the case show that Tevis had 
been a member of the Woodmen and 
lapsed out through non-payment of as- 
sessments. He became a member again, 
paying his May assessment. Not paying 
his June assessment, his camp paid it for 


him. At the time of his death he was at 


Excelsior Springs. He went 4o his room 
in a hotel on the night of August 9 and 
retired. Some hours afterwards heavy 
breathing attracted attention to his room. 
The door was forced. Tevig was dead. 
An empty vial of morphine, some of its 
contents on his unremoved clothing, dem- 
onstrated the cause of his death. He died 
about 5 o’clock on the morning of August 
10. His family at Kansas City was tele- 
phoned. His brother appeared at the 
clerk's office at about 9 o’clock and paid 
the July assessment, which was due July 
1, and wpon which he had become sus- 
pended August 1, going from there to the

By the laws of the society a suspended 
member can reinstate by giving a war- 
ranty of good health ana paying back as- 
sessments. Such, of course, sould not be 
given at the time Tevig’ arrearage was 
paid. The clerk testified that he did not 
always require such, although the so- 
clety's laws made such necessary as a 
prerequisite of acceptance of back as- 
sessments. 

The lower court ruled such to be a 
waiver of the society’s laws, and by the 
clerk’s acts were in effect null and thai 
the soclety was held.

The business of blossom growing, 
say the wholesalers, has increased so 
rapidly these last five years that whole- 
gale prices have fallen sensibly. The re- 
tallers are Managing better. In some oc- 
cult fashion they have shaded prices up 
rather than let them fall. 

Only one of the flowers of the hour is 
new. It is the gardenia, and even it is 
not a novelty, but rather a discrowned 
queen coming back to her own. 

Years ago—so many that the cut flower 
Wade was scarcely well begun—the gar- 
deta disputed supremacy with the cam- 
elias especially for button holes, and 
for nestling behind beauty’s ear, or 
@owning her tangle of curls. Cost and 
scent were against its use in mass. The 
@or is exquisitely delightful in the open. 
ofr anywhere when lightly inhaled, but 
heavy and cloying, if too strong, and 
tepecially so within a confined space, The 
flower comes originally from the Cape of 
Good Hope, hence its common name, capo 
jessamine. In a state of nature it loves 
werm sands, with a tang Of salt mois- 
ture, and warm wet winds blowing. In 
the southermost of the United States it 
not merely lives outdoors, but breaks 
gatden bounds and riots over the wilds. 
The city of Galveston, whose seat is a 
low sand spit, before the era of the great 
flood had come to reckon these runaway 
jesamines among street nuisances.

All the richest, most maguificent- 
ly flowered species are air plants and re. 
quire the warm)dankness of the tropics to 
reach their best estate. 

HOW QRCHID HUNTING STARTED, 

The story of orchid hunting and col- 
lecting is full of hairbreadth escapes and 
moving incidents by tlood and field. Lt is 
a Story as yet only well begun. The be- 
ginning of it Hes less than a hundred 
years back. Orchid collecting started in 
the lame efforts of trople travelers to 
show to their civilized friends some of 
the marvels of tropic growth. The good

The hold is as 
firm as ever, notwithstanding every suc- 
ressive senmson has seen at least one new 
rose heralded as the Beauty's successor 
upon the throne, All these new roses have 
done well. One finds them upon the flor- 
ist’s counters and in the street stalls. 
Good flowers and true, they have adde‘ 
largely to the delights of Jife, but they

Beauty. Nor, say the florists, are they 
likely to do it. 

The vogue of the violet waxes rather 
than wanes, So does the price. This is 
due partly to fashion and more to the 
depredations of certain creeping and 
crawling pests which make the violet 
growing a critical business.

THE VIOLET’S VAGARIES. 

Violets in tne bed are tender, finicky, 
subject to many fungus diseases. and sus- 
ceptible to infinite harm by a degree tos 
much, or too little of heat. It ia the 
Same way with water; they must have 
enough, but tao much is fatal. The soll, 
also, must be to their liking and the ex- 
posure whatever pleases their whimsical 
minds. They show strong idiosyncracies, 
They refuse to bloom, or even to live, 
sometimes under aparently ideal condi- 
tions, yet, a half riffle away, thrive in the 
face of adverse surroundings. It almost 
seemse that they resent the touch of some 
hands, and are coaxed to do better than 
thelr best by other and different tending. 
They imperatively demand housing al] to 
themselves; that is, if one hopes to make 
any money out of them, 

Considering all this it is little short of a 
miracle that New York c'ty gets the two 
hundred million violets she requires every 
seuson. The geason generally lasts from 
mid-September to the end of April. It is 
growing longer; good violets came to 
market at the end of August, 19%. The 
long and strong stemmed California vio- 
lets are somewhat hardier than tae favor- 
ite Parma and double Marie Louise, but

all manner of violete are almost equally 
in demand, notwithstanding there ig @ 
great difference in price if one buys at @ 
fashionable shop or an out of the way 
nook. Five dollars is no uncommon figuré 
for a breast knot at the swagger shopa, 
Some exaggerated ones even sell for $10, 
and basketg of violets, specially selected, 
may run up to $50. In the small establigh- 
ments one can get excelient fresh flowers 
as low as 2 cents the bunch. Two7te 
three bunches muke a knot which should 
satisfy any reasonable woman. 

Lilies of the valley are curiously adapt- 
able. They rank high among strictly bri- 
dal flowers, often figuring in bridal bou- 
quets. They are almost as indispensable 
at christenings as at funerals, and, fur- 
ther, are much used In table and house 
decorations, besides figuring in button 
holes, and running violets hard as breagt 
knot flowers. Therefore, it is not strange 
that the supply is rarely ever equa) te 12> 
demand.

Refining Beet Sugar. 

Brooklyn Citizen: Before beet sugar ts 
fit for consumption it-must be refined. 
The flavor of raw or brown beet sugar 
is sO objectionable that the only buyer 
of it would be a sugar refiner. for this 
reason a smail home mill, such as is 
sometimes used,for cane or sorghum, is 
entirely unsuitable for the production of 
beet sugar. 

The grinding process, both for cane and 
the beet root, is very intricate. Some 
EN ae ee eee ae 
is made from the ordinary red beet. it 
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is the yellow beet that produces the sugar 
After going through the grinding proc- 
ess and in being filtered the impurities 
are extracted from the juice, which is 
boiled in cans to a grain. It is then 
turned into raw sugar, it is melted into 
hogsheads, bags and baskets and sent 
to the refinery. There the sugar is 
placed in a melting pan and pumped to 
the top of the refinery, where it is clari- 
fied with the aid of phosphate of lime. 
A filtering process follows and the sugar 
is run over bone black. The mechanical 
impurities are extracted by another fil- 
tering process and all organic impurities 
are removed, too. 

The sugar is then again boiled to a 
grain and separated in grades, after 
which it is transferred to tanks. called 
coolers, and thence through centrifugal 
fumes which spills all of the Nquor and 
leaves as a residue’ the refined sugar, 
which is driven into bins and is ready 
for packing. 

There are about sixtéen grades of sugar, 
the principal being granulated, cut loaf, 
the crystal domino and the powdered 
sugar.

T HERE is an Oriental invasion of 
the fashionable world this season.

Hke the others in the states, it is situated 
near the sea. Port Arthur is closo at 
hand, and pipe lines easily bring the oil 
to the coast. There was no opportunity 
here of shutting out competition by brib- 
ing legisiature or courts or of intimidat- 
ing the railway companies to give the 
monopoly such rates as enabled them in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio to crush or “freeze 
out’? every small producer. The Stand- 
ard Olt Company is building steamers 
for the Texas trade, but it cannot pre- 
yent Texas oil belng sold by its rivals in 
New York and on the eastern coast. It 
is rash to prophecy, but in America it- 
self there would seem to have been made 
an inroad into the giant trust. It com- 
mands unbounded wealth, and does in- 
creased business year by year, but there 
will apparently be some competition. 

In the United Kingdom the Standard 
Ol Company—alias the Anglo-American— 
has until recently for years had practic- 
ally no rival for the American product, 
though the Shell Transport Company is 
bringing over an increasing quantity of 
‘Texas oil. Latterly there has arisen the 
Pure Oil Company, which promises to be 
an ponent that Mr. Rockefeller will 
have to reckon with. After a remarkable 


| fight, the story of which would make a 


commercial romance, the Pure Oil pro- 


moters some years ago got their own pipe 
Hine through New Jersey to the Atlantic 
coast, anr they have now extended their 
field of supply, already fairly large, by 
buying the property of the Fisher Oil 
Company in Ohio. They have also begun, 
as producers, refiners, transporters and 
distributors, operations in this country, 
independent of the Standard company, by 
whom they have declined to be absorbed, 
Those who should know assert that the 
Standard company will graciously permit 
the Pure Oil concern to exist and do some 
business in this kingdom. Apparently, 
the attempt to rule so vast an industry 
over the whole world is to be given up. 
Next to the American supply comes the 
Russian, the rest being practically of 
small aceount to the British consumer. 
For a time two great firms were compet- 
itors in the Russian field. After some 
years of competition these concerns com- 
bined, forming the Consolidated Petro- 
leum Company (Limited). They bought 
virtually the whole output of Baku that 
was sent to this country, and of late there 
has grown up discontent among the rpro- 
duwers and refiners, who complained that 
the Consolidated used their practical mo- 
nopoly to put up prices to an excessive 
point in Great Britain. It was alleged 
that enormous profits were being made in 
this country, while prices were unre- 
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munerative in Russia, and while an in- 
creasing niamber of,wells were becoming 
inactive. This allegation, however, the 
spokesmen of the Consolidated deny. In 
the end a number of Russian and Eng- 
lish firms combined and formed the Cau- 
casian Petroleum Export Company, and 
as Pertoleum, the trade organ, says: 
“Time has brought us to the starting 
yoint of a great conflict between several 
wealthy interests engaged in the indus- 
try.”” It is said that Mberal offers were 
made by the Consolidated to avoid such 
an isrue, but in vain, and now a struggle 
appears to be inevitable. The older or« 
eanization is, of course, much better pre- 
pared for the conflict. eir organization 
is complete. All the same, one of the 
English magnates in the trade observed 
yesterday that this new movement in the 
trade meant at present simply chaos. 
Others predict that it means a struggle 
for existence to the new competitor. An 
independent authority declared that it 
implied nothing of the kind. It was 
merely a return to the old state of 
things, before the formation of the Con- 
solidated, two great competing concerns 
dealing in Russian oil instead of one, It 
would need a long time to bring about 
any serious conflict; the carrying capac- 
ity of the Russian railways will prevent 
it. The producers and refiners are lim- 


ited to a certain maximum number of | 
Wagons per month. But there will be 
some result to the British consumer, who 
at present has to pay more—in some Cases 
much more—for his.oil and his kerosene 
than he would with free competition. It 
is admitted that there have existed ar- 
rangements between the British houses 
supplying Russian and the Standard Oil 
Company supplying American produce, 
arrangements which wére probably not 
made in the interest of the consumer; s0 
that with independent competitors and 
rival distributors prices are likely to be 
lower. If, as the promoters of the new 
company assert, prices can easily be re- 
duced from 10 to 2% per cent, and still 
leave a handsome profit, that will sig- 
nify millions of pounds per annum to the 
British public, and this is a commodity 
the use of which for lighting and liquid 
fuel is becoming of increasing importance 
every year.

No matter what the 
outside sentiment may be, there is no 
adcubt that Lord Salistury’s suggestion 
of his nephew as successor is immensely 
popular in the house of commons.

So’ trhile 
tact may prevent the noble famfiies of 
England whose women are American 
from celebrating such days as the Fourth 
of July too demonstratively, there is 
every incentive to celebrate Thanksgiving 
thoroughly. And a day of celebration in

half clothed under drooping palms on 
hot equatorial lands, and men dréssed in 
furs, gathering around solitary frozen 
trading posts and military stations in 
the arctic world, will join in good cheer 
with 76,000,000 persons ‘‘at home’’ between 
the two oceans. 


The National Day in India. 


Mary Victoria Leiter, of Chicago, rul- 
ing, as the wife of George Curzon, over a 
court which is “second, to none in the 
world,”” according to Sir Roper Leth- 
bridge, can have rajahs in jeweled tur- 
bans, warriors on war elephants, troopers 
and foot soldiers from more than 500 
feudatory states, descendants of the most 
ancient of eastern rulers and of the 
bluest-blooded families of old England to 
help her celebrate the great feast day 
properly. 

When the Curzons arrived in India, al- 
though the occasion was a purely British 
affair, the American flag was as promi- 
nent everywhere in Bombay and in Cal- 
cutta as was the English flag itself. And 
since then Lady Curzon, by winning all 
hearts for hnerself, has won them also 
for her country across the seas. 

Thus the Thanksgiving that will be cele- 
brated by the American residents in the 
city of palaces along the banks of tne 
river Hooghly, will be more than a mere 
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celebration by an “‘American oolony.’’ It 
will cast a holiday light over a geod part 
of the Indian empire. 

In the Philippines many Americans will 
celebrate their Thanksgiving in a man- 
ner that will duplicate the old Thanks- 
giving days of the early settlers in New 
England. Like the old Puritans, who at- 
tended divine service with guns in their 
grasp, ready for Indian attacks, Ateri- 
cans in the Philippines will celebrate with 
rifles in their hands. But there will be no 
snow in their air; no nipping wind to 
give them a keen appetite for roast tur- 
key and strong ale; and, instead of a 
rockbound coast with a frosty east wind, 
they will have soft, sleepy shores, laved 
with blue seas of everlasting summer. 

Before Thanksgiving day dawns on the 
eastern coast of the United States thou- 
sands of Americans in the far world will 
have celebrated theirs. When folks in 
San Francisco are waking up, the day 
will have been ended for many fellow- 
citizens in foreign climes. 


A Flight of Empire. 


And this great world holiday is that of 
a nation which was so circumscribed half 
a century ago that in the year of the 
seventh census the president, in his mes- 
sage to congress, announced: ‘I may add 
as somewhat remarkable, that among all 
the thirty-one states there is none that is 
not, to a greater or less extent, bounded 
by the Atlantié ocean or the gulf of 
Mexico or one of the. great lakes.”’ 

In that message to congress the secre-

May 10 of the year before and reached 
Oregon City on October 5. The news of 
their arrival, with the report of the com- 
manding officer, reached the capital many 
months after that. The quartermaster 
who was assigned to the regiment travel- 
ed for nine days to reach Fort Leaven- 
worth from St. Louis. He journeyed by 
steamer up the Missouri and on the way 
his vessel passed a river steamer that had 
lost thirty passengers from cholera and 
had been abandoned on the shore. 

The regiment lost men all along the 
line of march from cholera. Graves of 
emigrants who had dted from the same 
disease were found everywhere along the 
trail. 

The emigrants in that year carried the 
cholera with them, and it remained 
among them until they crossed the North 
Platte. They scattered the infection 
through the whole western country, and 
once the treops came on a camp of In- 
dians with only six persons left alive oul 
of seventeen who’had made camp the 
night before. 

In that November, while the message 
was being written, a surveying party of 
army engineers was in the field looking 
for a route for a wagon road from St. 
Louis to the gredt bend of the Red river. 
Another was trying to find a way through 
the Sacramento mountains. 

The chief of ordnance reported on the 
aiteration of 174,000 flint lock muskets to 
percussion arms. 

The Indian agent at Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, then under military governor- 
ship, réported the successful liberation of 
four men who had been prisoners among 
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| the Navajo Indians from six to eighteen 
years. : 


The Navy of Them. 

The secretary of the navy reported that 
there were in commission 1 razee, & fri- 
gates, 15 sloops of war, 4 brigs, 2 steam 
frigates, 1 steamer of the first-class, 3 
steamers less than first-class and 56, Tre- 
ceiving ships. | 

The sloops of war Portsmouth, John 
Adams and Dale, and the brigs Porpoise 
and Perry were on fhe coast of Africa 
jaunting slave traders 

The reyvort says that “occasional fh- 
stances have occurred of the interference 
of British cruisers with vessels bearing 
our flag on that coast, on suspicion of 
their being slavers; but in each case the 
offense has been atoned for by explana- 
tions and apologies to our officers on 
those stations.”’

The secretary discusses the articles of

species of naval force lest the progress 
of invention shall supplant them by 
others of superior constrpction.” 

Commodore M. C. Perry proposes a plan 
in this report for a vessel to be propelled 
by steam to ram frigates and other war 
ships that depend on sail power. He 
gays: 

“T had always determined to try this 
experiment,should opportunity have offer- 
ed, and actually made preparations for 
securing the boilers and steam pipes of 
the Fulton at New York when I thought 
it probable I might be sent to our eastern 
border ports at the time of the expected 
rupture with Great Britain upon the 
northeastern boundary question.” 

He closes his proposition with: “I claim 
no credit for the originality of this sug- 
gestion, wel] knowing that the ancients

I 
never visited a ‘man’s club but once. It 
Was a gathering of very nice, well be- 
haved social gentlemen with eatables and 
Grinkables in the background, but no 
body partook to excess while I was there 
The excess came afterwards, if it came 
at all. But a woman’s club has neither 
eatables nor drinkables nor cigars. Of 
course it is a very social gathering but 
they mean business and they do it. Only 
a few years ago a few ladies of this 
town determined to do something for the 
town and they formed ‘‘The Cherokee 
Club,”’ and soon had more members and 
went to work. All the members had 
passed their teens and the married ones 
had laid by their crop. They secured a 
charter and then got a lease from the 
city and the state for fifty years control 
of the ground between the hotel block 
and the railroad and adorned it with 
grass and gravel walks and enclosed it 
with a chain fence and placed handsome 
fron seats by the shade trees and plant- 
ed a beautiful fountdin in the center 
and peopled it with gold fish.

The city fathers 
gave them a ‘beautiful lot and if the 
weather permits the building will be fin- 
ished and paid for and occupied in three 
months, It will not only be a library for 
books but a place for rest for the trav- 
eling man as well as for our country 
friends and their wives and daughters 
when they come to town. Besides these 
uses it is intended to have literary and 
musica] entertainments there that will be 
far more elevating and refining than the 
average shows that perform in our oOp- 
era house. These same wor#n organized 
a lyceum course for two winters and suc- 
ceeded fairly well, but to send afar off 
for lecturers costs too much for a towy 
of this size and so they are going to se- 
cure home talent and talent from Atlan- 
ta and Rome and Dalton and have enter- 
tainments at popular prices, say at 10 
cents admission, as Professor Proctor, the 
great astronomer did up north. He told 
me he never charged more in a manufac- 
turing town and always gave the work- 
ing people the preference of seats and al- 
ways had a crowded house. It was a 
cheap and delightful school to them. 
What these club women will do next I do 
not know, but they mean busines. 
They ~ mean to elevate their own 
sex first and if the men and boys 
come insthey will find a weicome. I sup- 
pose that this library building will be the 
first that any club has erected in the 
state, and what I wish to remark and 
emphasize is that there is not a respect- 
able town or village tn the state but can 
do something on this same line.

The railroad gave 
them $50 to start on and gave them part 
of the seats in the park. Then the club 
gave an oyster supper and made a good 
little sum. Later on they held a bazaar. 
and later on a concert, and after awhi.e 
another supper, and all along at intervals 
they smiled at the merchants ang others 
and got some more money and when they 
run clear down they assess themselves 
and we husbands and fathers have to 
Shell out. No, you don’t need a Carne- 
gie, but if you have one great, big heart- 
ed man and his wife in your community 
like we have you will not become bank- 
rupt. Where there is a will there is a 
way. And my observation is that women 
can do any good thing they combine on. 

A thoughtful man who witnessed the 


laying of the corner stone said to me 
“This is the best work that has ever 
been started in this town and is doing 
more to uplift and encourage our young 
people than everything else. God. biess 
the women.”

At this season the turkey hunting is 
more desirable in those states than in 
the more southern ones. on account of 


the bracing weather that makes tramp- 
ing through woods and over mountains 


a pleasure. But the-turkey can be found 
as far south as Florida. Flonda turkey 
shooting is easier, as a rule, than it is 


in the mountainous and thickly wooded 


states. They have some things that they 
call mountains down there, very neat 
little hills. Such a group of “mountains” 
lies In the center of the peninsula and is 
known as the Apopka mountains. it is 
near Apopka lake, one of the many beau- 
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their own farms next year. He has good 
naturedly consented to take their own 
seed and give them his in exchange! 


There are about three thousand acres’ 


of land in the farm as it-originally stood, 
but a recent purchase has increased tha 
to about four thousand. The following 
is a list of the main buildings on the 
property: The female building, a stone 
structure, valued at ‘about $50,000; the 
male building, a well built wooden struc- 
ture about 100 by 125 feet; the boys’ 
building, which is a smal! frame struc- 
ture; seven magnificent stock and stor- 
age barns of the most improved design 
have been erected also: a cotton gin, a 
corn and cane mifl, a blacksmith shop, 
and residences for the superintendent 
and wardens. 

The live stock of the farm is all in 
good condition and consists of thirty 
head of horses. and mules, 275 head of 
eattle and 150 head of hogs. 

Farm Self-Sustaining. 

Since its establishment three years ago 
the farm has each year been about self- 
sustaining and the state has thus been 
able to care for her infirm convicts at no 
expense whAatsoevér, but this year the 
product of the farm will amount to over 
$50,000. 

Among the first things Captain Foster 
did when he took chargé of the farm 
was to get permission from the commis- 


tiful erystal water lakes of Florida, and 
any one who wants turkeys enough to 
work for them within reagon can fairly 
expect to get them there, 
some of them are, foo. Captain L. G, 
Billings, of the United States navy, got 
one wejghing 28 pounds, a notably big 
gobbler for a wild one.

Products of the Farm. 

The cotton crop of the farm this year 
will be between four and six Hundred 
bales, Last year there were in the neigh- 
borhood of four hundred, which netted 
about $16,000. The cotton gin on the farm 
is an excellent one, and of greater ca- 
pacity than is needed by the farm, and 
sufficient cotton for the surrounding 
farmers is ginned to cover the cost of 
running the gin, so that the farm's cot- 
ton is ginned free of cost. The corn crop 
this year will aggregate about seven 
thousand, five hundred bushels. The 
charecter of the crop is unusually fine, 
considering the dry spell, which affected 
the early growth of the corn. The oat 
production will amount to some two thou- 
sand> five hundred bushels, which has 
already been gathered and put awuay. 
The wheat crop this year is considerably 
eff, and it is provable the whole farm 
will not net a total of more than seven 
hundred and fifty bushela The cane 
crop was fine, and over three thousand, 
three hufdred gallons of Georgia cane 
sirup’ will be made, 

Of sweet potatoes there will be an 
overabundanee,Ahe crop producing at least 


2,500 bushels. Hay and shredded stuff 
will amount to four. hundred tons and 
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there has been gathered at least 2,500 
bushels of peas. 

Plenty of tobacco for the farm oon- 
sumption {s raised and sufficient to sell 
a little. This year broom straw was 
planted and quite a good jot of excellent 
brooms are on hand for use and sale. | 

Besides the above the convicts have 
worked out farms and roads for the sur 
rounding section to the value of $2,000. 

The above is a record worthy of much 
praise and shows what is possible On & 
state farm—though Captain Foster says 
he has only just begun and that met 
year his land will be in still better shape 
ana@ he expects to clear twice as much. 
One lesson learned from a trip over the 
farm is its advantages over the convict 
lease system, especially when the state 
farm is shown to be euch a creditable 
success. 

The success of the state farm at Mil- 
ledgevife means that eventually aj? the 
convicts of the state will be utilised In 
this way. Their labor will then not 
come in contact with skilled labor ag it 
so often does in the lease system, and 
the inhumanity of the lease system wa 
be a thing of the past. 

Captain Foster says that the money 
earned by the state from the lease sys- 
tem is veritably “blood money,” B. 
that this is true a trip through the sk

To séveral friends he has told the se- 
cret of his acting as he did. Back years 
ago, when both were thuch younger in 
years than they are now, and before 
Mrs, Smith was married; the two were 
Sweethearts and were engaged to be 
married. She, he says, broke off with 
film and married Mr. Smith.

FIGHTING TAX ON MANIFESTS. 


Suit Brought at New York by Steam- 
: ship Oompany. 

New York, November 22.—Guit has beén 
brought tn the United States circult court 
by a steamship line plying between this 
port and “uba to recover from the United 
States the amount paid as @ tax on ovut- 
ward manifests under the war revenue 
law of 1898. This law provifed fot a 
stamp tax of from ore to five dollars on 
each “manifest for custom house elitry 
ot clearance of the eargo of'any ship, 
vessul or steamer fot @ foreign port,” the 
tax varying according to thé ténnage of 
the vexse:, and the tax thus imported was 
paid by all vessels ¢leafing from United 
States ports for foreign countries during 
the period of thfee years that the war 
revenue act was in force,

Lessens Competition with Free Labor 
and Surrounds rPisoners with: 
Better Moral Influence. 
Other Industrial News 
in Brief.

Birmingham, Ala., November 23.—(Bpe- 
etal.) Phe action of Governor Jelks in 
determihing on a change with reference 
to the hiring of the stgte convicts was 
considered, at the time he made the an- 
nouncement, a very radica] measure, The 
better acquainted the pubdlic has become 
with the governot’s scheme, however, the 
better it is liked. 

For years it cost the stat good deal 
of money to sustain the epaeiat. Since 
the Birmingham district has developed, 
however, the mining companies lease & 
larger number of them on a small wage 
gealé, but one sufficiently large to enable 
the state to care for the balance of the 
convicts without cost, The free labor in 
this district fought very vigorously for 
goveral yeats against the convict competi- 
tion, but finally got accustomed to it and 
for the past several years very little com- 
plaint has been made along’ this line. 
The convict question was, therefore, not 
fn issue in the last campaign and the 
public was very much surprised when the 
governor announced that he proposed to 
do away with the lease system. The card 
would have been a very popular one for 
Him to have played in the campaign, but 
it appears he did not eare to involve hime 
self in any more promises than possible. 
The executive's idea’ is briefly this, ‘“‘that 
the mining companies pay about 55 cents 
per ton to the free labor for mifiing coal 
and the state gets from them ofily about 
14 cents per ton for the coal that is mined 
by the convicts. Of course the companies 
must support, clothe, guard ana care for 
the convicts, in addition to the small 
hife it pays the state for them: But the 
governor estimates that this- can be done 
on aA very much narrower margin than 6 
cents per ton.

The governor was also moved in 
his important atep by the idea that the 
ganitary and religious conditions surf- 
rounding the convicts could be improved 
greatly. At one time it was thought that 
it would require a great deal of money 
to make the contemplated changes, but it 
seems how to develop that the system 
ean be changed at small cost and little 


trouble to the state. 


Convict Quarters. 


The mining companies are, however, not 


so fortunate ih this respect. The Sioss- 
Sheffield Stee] and Iron Company, for In- 
wtance, has just completed a model quar- 
t@rs for its convict laborers at Fiat Top 
ht @ cost pf $23,000 and the Pratt com- 
pany has invested thousands of dollars in 
quarters for its convict laborers in the 
Pratt division. These companies have, 
for several years, worked state convicts 
under the old system, by which the care 
and maintenance of the convicts devolved 
on the companies, and have steadily im- 
proved the sanitary and health conditions 
of their various camps and stockades. 
The companies were at first disposed to 
eonsider that the change in the system 
reflected on their care of the convicts, but 
the governor has impressed them that he 


was influenced as much by motives of | 


profit as by humanitarian motives. At 
the invitation of the exécutive the min- 
ing ¢ompanies on last Wednesday sub- 
mitted bids for employing the convicts 
under the new system and the governcr 


| end board of inspectors have since beén 


busily engaged in figuring the relative 
values and merite of these bids, The loca- 
tion, condition, position, depth of mine 
and of strata, together with the many 
other things involved fn contracts of this 
character are being considered in con- 
nection with the price offered by the sev- 
efal companies, The average Price re- 
ceived by the state under the old contract 
was $10.75 per month and thé average cost 
of coal mined by each convict was i4 
cents per ton. Free miners are pald $1.65 
per day for the same amount of tonnage, 
which leaves the state a marfgin of $1.% 
per day for the care of éach convict. 
Governor Jelks belleves that by the con- 
victs being worked under the direct care 
and supervision of the state he will be 
enabled to make a vjear annual profit of 
$100,000 over the present arrangement.

ftabama Railroad Commission 
Seeks Power To Enforce Rales 


pers Must Enforce Them , 
Through the Cotrfs—New 
‘Phase of the Old 
Fight. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 22.—(Spe- 
elal.)—The annual report 6f the present 
railroad commission is quite the most 
important that has been made since 
O’Neal was governor away back in 1884 
ané Captain Walter L. Bragg was pres- 
ident of the commission. At that time 
Captain Bragg made the issue square 
and strong for more power for the com- 
mission, golng somewhat beyond the pre- 
rogatives of the Géorgia body, whose 
status is what every one on that side of 
the question now seeks to attain. Bragg 
was beaten, and, coming into violent 
conflict with the executive in the melee, 
lost his position and ultimately only 
caught his feet again with a place on 
the interstate - commission. Captain 
Bragg’s failure has operated as a detri- 
ment to successive commissions, none of 
whom have shown. the slightest sign of 
being dissatisfied with the status quo. 

Now comes the present commission, 
with Hon. John V. Smith at Its head 
and really running it, and asks for the 
sathe power to enforce rates that it haé 
to make them. Under the present law 
the commission can make the rate, but 
the shipper must enforce it by going into 
the courts for his Gamages, a remedy 
that has practically néver been resorted 
to. The working of the commission is 
to first consult with the roads, and after 
finding out what they will agree to and 
put in force, to issue the order, which 
is always obeyed In this. way there is 
perfect harmony; and as @ moral suasion 
force the system works to a charm. 

From time to time fn the past ambi- 
tious legislators have undertaken to 
amend the Alabama law to conform with 
that of Géorgia, but the niovemefits have 
had only a quasi sympathy from the 
executive and the bills have been beaten 
in one house or the other.

MANY LOCAL BILLS 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Menotony Interrupted Only by Occa- 
sional Motions Te Adjourn. 


The usual Saturday business Im the 
house was disposed of yesterday. Under 
the rules no business was allowed to be 
transacted except reading bills a second 


time and passing local bills over which 


there was no contest. 

Some fifty or sixty bills were read a 
second time and as many more local 
bills were passed.

E. Leigh, the new member 
from Coweta county, was sworn in by 
Justice John S. Candler, of the supreme 
court, and was assigned by Speaker 
Morris, with the consent of the house, to 
the committees on ways and means, edu- 
cation, general agriculture, University of 
Georgia and invalid pensions. 

Mr. Houston, of Fulton, presented the 
report of the joint commission appointed 
to arrange for placing statues of two 
distinguished Georgians in statuary hall 
in the capitol at Washington. The com- 
mission has selected Dr. Crawford W. 
Long and Hon. Alexander H. Stephens 
to be thus honored, and asks for an ap- 
propriation of $15,000 to carry out the 
objects of the resolution under which 
the commission was appointed. The re- 
port was referred to the committee on 
appropriations. 

Mr. Knight, of Berrien, introduced a

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"FRANCHISE TAX | 
TD REACH HOUSE 


Interesting Debates Looked Far- 
ward to This Week 


Work of Ways and Means Committee. 
Proposed Changes in the Gen- 
eral Tax Act—Convict Bill 
Will Come Up in the 
Senate. 


Interesting climaxes in legislative work 
will be reached during the present week. 
Most anxious attention ,has been ‘at- 
tracted during the week just closed by 
the work of the ways and means com- 
mittee of the house, and this promises 
to continue for the first day or two of 
the present week at least. 

Tomorrow afternoon the committee pro- 
poses to conclude ite work on the fran- 
chise tax bill, there being two proposi- 
tions before the committee, one by Chair- 
man Reid to amend section 757 of the code 
so as to declare that franchises are tax- 
able property, and the er f.substitute 
by Mr. Candler, of DeKalb, in the shape 
of the old Howard. franchise. tax. bill. 
The committee wili continue. to hear 
from its members on this subject and 
will probably reach a vote before: it ad- 


journs. : 

All the outsiders who asked. to be 
heard against a tax on franchises have 
spoken, but the committee has granted 
ten minutes to former Speaker John D. 
Little, who wishes to be heard against 
the increased tax on dealers in futures. 
This tax has already been increased 
from $1,000 to $1,500, and under the rules 
of the committee the question cannot be 
reopened except by unanimous conzent. 

The main interest, however, centers in 
the proposition to tax franchises of pub- 
He utility corporations. The house seems 
in a frame of mind to pass some measure 
on this subject, but just what that may 
be it is impossible now to predict. The 
ways and means committee must report 
the general tax bill this week. It will 
probably take two or three days to finish 
it up in the house, as many amendments 
will be offered, and an effort will un- 
doubtedly be made to get a franchise tax 
section into it.. Then it will take at least 
ten days to get it through the senate. If 
a conference should be necessary more 
time will be requtred, and there is little 
probability that it will reach the gov- 
ernor much before the end of the session. 


The Proposed Changes. 

There has been some inquiry as to the 
proposed changes in the general tax 
bill. The important changes are very 
few. 

In the first place it is proposed to in- 
corporate in the act a section taxing 
franchises, 

The tax on dealers in futures has been 
increased from $1,000 to $1,500. 

A new section has been added taxing 
turf exchanges $2,500. 

The tax on distillers of fruits.only has 
been reduced from $200 to $50. 

The tax on detective agencies has been 
increased from $50 to $100. 

The tax on sewing maghine agents has 
been reduced from $10 to*%. 

It is proposed to put a tax of $300 on 
the manufacturers of coca cola, $0 on 
each bottling works and $10 on each re- 
taller of the, beverage. 

It is proposed to increase the tax on 
cigarette dealers from $10 to $25. 

It is proposed to put a tax of $200 on 
all foreign conporations doing business 
in the state which have not heretofore 
been required to pay a specific tax. 

The propositions to tax all liquor deal- 
ers who ship into dry counties $530 for 
each county and to increase the tax on 
dispensaries to $1,000 were both defeated 
in the committee, but it is understood 
both these amendments will make their 
appearance in the house. 

The appropriations bill will also reach 
the house this week, as it has about as 
rocky a road to travel as the general tax 
act. The chances are,- however, that it 
will be somewhat more easily disposed of. 

Two special orders will come up in the 
house—the police patrol bill by Mr. Black- 
burn on Tuesday, and the child labor bill 
by Mr. Houston on Wednesday. Much 
interest attaches to both these measures 
and good debates are expected. 

Convict Bill Before Senate. 

One of the most important measures 
that has engaged the attention of the 
members of the upper house of the gen- 
eral assembly is expected to come up 
for final consideration tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

This is the bill by Senator Clements, 
of the fifteenth district, which provides 
for a continuation of the existing plan of 
hiring out the felony convicts for a term 
of five years at the expiration of the pres- 
ent contract. 

The measure was considered by the 
penitentiary committe of the senate and 
was favorably reported by that body 
last week. it would, doubtless, have been 
acted upon Friday had not go many 
members of the upper house been ab- 
sent on committee work visiting various 
state institutions. 

Final consideration of the bil is ex- 
pected to cause much discussion for the 
reason that there are two other bills hav- 
ing reference to the convict system that 
have not been disposed of, although the 
committee on penitentiary made an ad- 
verse report on each. These are the bills 
by Senators Middlebrooks and Lee. 

The measure introduced by Senator 
Middiebrooks provides that one-half of 
the felony convicts shall be hired out and 
that the other half shall be loaned out 
to any of the counties of the state for 
road works, in the event the proper au- 
thorities of the counties make application 
to the prison commission for the use of 
these convicts. 

Senator Lee’s bill, on the other hand, 
stipulates that the convicts shail be hired 
out for a term of five years, at the expira- 
thon of the present contract, and that 
$85,000 of the net proceeds from the lease 
shall go to the public school fund, the re- 
mainder to a prison fund to purchase 
farms and equip them so as to provide 
employment for the convicts at the ex- 
piration of the five-year contract. 

During the session of the senate last 
Friday both of these bills were laid on. 
the table for the time being, the senate 
neither agreeing to or dissenting from 
the unfavorable report of the #eniten- 
tiary committee. The adverse report on 
the bill by Senator McMichael, touching 
the convict system, was agreed to and

Textik Industries Gain Profits by 
Cheap Labor of School Children. 
Out of 604,600, No Less 
Than 137,831 Are Em- 
pioyed in Factories.

Berlin, November 22.—A dark side to 
the much vaunted new prosperity of the 
kaiser’s empire is revealed in the remark- 
able report of the Piguen chareber of com- 
merece just published. Reading between 
the lines, it appears that the textile in- 
dustries of Germany cannot exist pfrofit- 
ably without resort to the cheap labor of 
school children, 

In short, this report makes it plain that 
the whole of Saxony is stamped with the 
disgrace of child labor. The figures show 
that out of 614.600 school children no fewer 
than 137,831 are employed in trade, Over 


here one hears now and then of the great | 


scandal in the southern part of the United 
States, where children are said to be fac- 
tory slaves. But the most boasted state- 
ments do not figure these to be 23 per 
cent of the total number of children in 
those sections, as is the case in Saxony. 


The report referred to does not mince | 
It gpeaks of children under 10 | 


matters, 
years of age forced to jabor jong hours, 
‘the majority of whom are puny, deli- 
cate little old men and women, sitting 
all day in a vitiated atmosphere for a 
few pfennigs, and never knowing what it 
is to play and be children.’’ Of course, in 
some cases they are the children of very 
poor parents, who cannot even give them 
proper food. It is stated that many of 
these little slaves know no better diet 
than bread and potatoes. 


The report has aroused so much indig- 


nation that a petition.is now in circula- 
tion for signatures, and it wil] shortly be 
laid before the reichstag. Legislation 
will be demanded making the employ- 
ment of young children illegal throughout 
Saxony. 


In the meantime the German emperor 
continues with feverish energy his policy 
of expansion. A few weeks ago, in this 
correspondence I present official figures 
showing that the kaiser’s plans for the 
reorganization of his navy, jnaking it 
formidable in new ships and guns, and 
in men, have been pushed forward even 
faster than was prescribed in the act 
authorizing the work. While the emperor 
has thus been preparing to defend his 
Tew possessions against all comers he has 
added to them at a rate which would 
seem incredible but for the test of figures, 
whose truthfulness not even England has 
attempted to deny. 

Up to 1884 Germany had no oversea 
territory to speak of. In that year she 
acquired Togoland with 33,000 square 
miles, and the Cameroone with 191,009 
square miles. The possessions secured 
from 1885°to 1899 may be thus set forth:

London, November 13.—There is no doubt 
about what would have happened to J. M. 
Barrie’s new play, “The Admirable Crich- 
ton,” if it had been submitted anonymous- 
ly to any manager in Engiand or America. 
It would have gone, incontinently, into 
the waste basket—unless stamps for re- 
turn had been provided. Yet, the few 
lines cabled on the night of its produc- 
tion cannot do justice to the qualities of 
this extraordinary drama-farce-fant«sy, 
or whatever it is. That is the trouble 
with it. There is no name to describe it, 
unless you call ft a “™ iedy.”” The 
brilliant first night audience was at once 
puzzied by it, amazed with it, and amused 
by it, but there was plentiful evidence 
that, out of the confusion of emotions, 
pleasure rose uppermost, and the sucecss 
of the play was assured, especially as it 
was apparent that the annoying features 
were mostly superfiicial and coukl be 
eliminated easily. 

No date has been yet set for the pro- 
duction of “The Admirable Crichton’’ in 
America. But when it does cross the 
Atlantic it is Hkely to get a more en- 
thusiastic reception that it did here, for 
noveity is not so much a point in favor 
of a play in England as it is in Amer- 
ica. Novelty it certainly is. You could 
almost fancy that the distinguished au- 
thor of “The Ldttle White Bird’ had 
never been to the theater in his life, and 
had been suddenly seiged with the no- 
thon that he would write a play just to see 
what a play was like. 


In the first. act, the fat and Intellectu- 
ally pudgy Earl of Loam entertains his 
retinue of servants as honored.guests in 
the drawing room for the sake of a 
vague socialistic idea which has made its 
way into his brain, The scene is not 80 
far out of the track of ordinary drama, 
except that. it is filed to overflowing with 
quaint inventions of ‘business,’ and 
captivating bits of dialogue, and little 
touches that portray a whole character 
at one deft stroke. But in the next two 
acts, the play proceeds on a tropic island 
as far from the path of passing steamers 
as it is from the path of passing play- 
wrights. What happens there is a strange 


mixture of low class faree, high. class 
comedy, ingenious stage carpentering and 
pure fantasy, with one little forlorn 
touch of serious drama at the end. Then, 
after this wild flight into unexplored 
realms, we get back to the earl's draw- 
ing room and to the conventions of life 

Taken all around, H. B. Irving is one 
of the most skilful and versatile actors 
on the English stage today, and in this 
play, with a part wholly unlike anything 
he nas done before, he has surpassed 
himself. The whole story revolves around 
him. He is the earl’s butler, a grave, 
ideal butler who is scandalized at the 
earl’s experiments in democracy. Never 
for a moment will he admit that a but- 
ler can be the equal of an earl, any more 
than that a stable boy can be the equal 
of a butler. On the tropic island, it ap- 
pears that the butler is the one man of 
the lot who has brains. To his own 
grieved surprise and the indignation of 
the others he finds himself the natural 
leader. 


In the third act, after two years’ resi- 
idence on the island, he has become vir- 
tually king of the community, and the 
fat earl and those scornful beautics, ‘his 
daughters three, are the ex-butler’s will- 
ing slaves, contending for the honor of 
waiting humbly upon him, and one of 
them delighted by a prop.sal of marriage 
from him, while the others are jealous. 
Then comes the inevitable ship at.the 
moment of the butiler’s supreme triumph, 
and, knowing that he is losing all, he 
succeeds in signalling to her, and at once 
finds that whereas he could be a king in 
a gtate of nature, he can be naught but 
a. builer. in London. ; 


It all sounds Nke:the libretto of a top- 
sy:turvy eoemic opera—and such it would 
be.if.it were not for the strong, serious 
chanacter of this extraordinary butler— 
never caricatured, never stepping aside 
from the .straight,and narrow way of 
lagical dramatic. devélopment in_ the 
midst of events that are often too fan- 
tastic even for farce. 

The play has enough invention, imagi- 
ration and wit for half a dozen ordinary 
dramas—and yet one wishes that so much 
genfus. had been applied to a worthier 
cause. , 


BLOCKX HURT 


HIS FOOT. 


AND BECAME A COMPOSER

* ONDON, November 4—Jan Blockx, 
? the Flemish composer, whose new 
apera; ‘“‘The Betrothed of the Sea,” 
has just: made a famous hit in: Brussels, 
might never have found out that he was 
a musical genius if he had not hurt his 
foot one day. Blockx started in life as 
the son of an uwupholsterer and used to 
help his father at his trade. One day 
they were doing a job at the house of 
A woman of some consequence. While 
there, in carrying a bag of heavy tools 
down a staircase, young Blockx fell and 
managed to run as: large nail into his 
foot. He was in much pain, and the 
woman in whose house he was working 
ordered that the bey should be carried 
into her drawing room and laid on a 
lounge there. It happened that, as the 
young upholsterer was helped into the 
room, some one was playing on a piano 
there. It was the first time that Jan 
Blockx ever had heard a skillful per- 
formance of really good music, and his 
Shy delight was so marked that his 
hostess was impressed and asked if he 
would not lke to try to play. himself 
He said that he would, and the showing 
he made was so remarkable that the 
woman who had been listening to him 
flew to the boy’s father and told him that 
he must arrange to let Jan have lessons. 
The elder Blockx consented to this, and 
the lessons were begun. Soon, however, 
Jan's father died and the boy had to 
help support the family. He applied 
himself to his upholstery trade at once. 
and worked at it all day long, but his 
evenings he gave to studying harmony. 
His first opera, “The Princess of Au- 
berge,’’ brought him both fame and for- 
tune, anid still is being performed both 
in Belgium and France. Many conti- 
nental critics think he is the coming man 
in opera. 


When Richard Ganthony wrote “A 
Message from Mars” he encountered im- 
mense difficulty in getting a manager 
daring enough to produce it on account 
of its unusual theme. Having written 
another play, also considerably removed 
from the common ruck, Ganthony has 
found it quite as up-hill a task to get it 
‘‘placed,’’ in spite of the great success of 


“A Message.” So the author has deter- 
mined to demonstrate that his new play 
has the making of a popular hit by pro- 
ducing it himself in the provinces. The 
piece is called ‘“‘The Prophecy,’’ and the 
scene is laid in Sweden. The time is 1598. 
The fact that tn this year a total solar 
eclipse took place in Denmark, and that 
for years after the day on which it oc- 
curred was known as “Black Saturday,” 
gives a hint of the mystic nature of Gan- 
thony’s latest effort. 


London dramatic critics will have to 
look to the tone of their ‘‘notices” if 
many more theatrical managers get dam- 
ages on account of “libelous comments” 
on plays, as the proprietor of ‘“‘The Ma- 
jor’ did the other @ay. “The Major’ is 
a musical comedy, and when it was 
given at Plymouth recently the critic 
of The Western Morning News roasted 
it. He did not, it is true, say more un- 
kind things than many London critics 
do from time to time—with the exception 
that the metropolitan play-whackers sel- 
dom have to note, as The Morning News 
man did, that ‘‘there is not one good 
actor or actress in the company’’—yet a 
jury awarded the proprietors of ‘The 
Major’ $500, damages. The outcome of 
the case recalls the fact that, five years 
ago, Lottie Collins got $125 out of a 
weekly called Society for criticising her 
rendition of a certain song.

Now, 
hcavever, it would seem as if one of the 
objects sought-by the plungere is pub- 
licity, and there was no end to the sen- 
gational stories of ‘‘high rolling’’ at Sara- 
toga since the summer meeting opened, 
the gambling including reckless play at 
faro, roulette and cards as well as plung- 
ing on the horses.

J. W. Gates and J. A. Drake also were 
operators on a huge scale at Saratoga, 
and both are credited with having won 
large sums, though the Drake horses have 
not been markedly successful] since they 
came to the east. J. W. Schorr, the Mem- 
phig brewer and horse owner, was a 
heavy loser through the spring and early 
gummer over the horses he raced on the 
New York tracks, but he was more for- 
tunate at the Saratoga Springs track and 
alse regained confidence to a degree that 
considerabiy enlarged his operations. 
Pittsburg Phil, David Gideon, J. B. Me- 
Donald and J. E. Madden of the horse 
owners who also are big bettors are said 
to have done a trifle better than hold 
their own.

These patriotic old soldiers recognize that Aye oy the present policy con- 
tinues until the pension demands absorb the major portion of the 
state’s revenues and constitute the largest item of annual appropria- 
tions—far exceeding even that for interest on the public debt or that for 
the support of the common schools—there will arise among the people 
such a sense of public outrage as to jeopardize the very existence of 
tne pension system in its entirety. | 

For that reason, the confederate veterans, in a recent reunion, beg- 
ged that the system be put upon the righteous basis of helping only 
those who could not help themselves. For that reason every Sane man 
who wishes the state to be generous to the needy victims of our war 


‘era feels the urgent necessity of putting pensfons on a basis sehen 


reasonable complaint. 

It is conceded without debate that the state cannot afford to starve 
still further her institutions of publie charity and cxlture of the help- 
less. The schools for the blind, the deaf and dumb, the sanatoriums 
for the insane—these are charges which the laws of heaven and human- 
ity lay upon thelap of the commonwealth and she cannot afford to 
regard them as burdens and destroy them by the agonizing processes 
of anemic inanition. The odium and the penalties the state would 
have to bear for dereliction of her full duty to those humanities are 
more than any civilized commonwealth can afford to dare. 

Nor must Georgia take any backward step educationally. The 
labor of creating a healthy and aggressive public sentiment in fa- 
vor of uninterrupted educational progress for Georgia has been too 
great and unselfish to be allowed now to go by the board for lack 
of financial] support. Our university, technical colleges for men and 
women, and common schools have grown to a rich. significance anil 
produced substantial results which no statesman will ignore and which 
no demagogue should be allowed to hobble or hamstring. 

Yet the pittances asked for the gtate university, the State Normal 
school at Athens, the Technological school -at Atlanta and the Industria] 
schools at Dahlonega, Milledgeville and elsewhere, when summed to 
gether are but little more than the increased amount asked for pen- 
sions for the ensuing year! And the increase asked in,the pending 
appropriations act will grow to double the sum in the next bill! The 
system now in operation can mean nothing less for many years to come. 
Under it we are in sight of the milllon-dollar mark! 

And, in this connection, it is well to consider that it is the lavish 
pension appropriations that have swelled the tax rate for years and will 
continue to augment it in spite of, all the econenties in other lines the 
state may practice. Cut out today the appropriations asked for the 
higher schools above mentioned and the tax rate could not be reduced 
by more than a decimal fraction. It is not liberality to the blind, the 
deaf, the dumb, the insane and the ignorant that is laying heavy taxes 


_upon the people—it is almost wholly and solely the extravagance of 


pension bounties given to those who are not really in need of them. 
Not the least of the humiliations which this pension extravagance 
has brought in its wake is the necessity imposed upon the great army 
of our school teachers. At least seven thousand of them are com- 
pelled annually to huckster their salary warrants among monéy-sharks 
and note-shavers, losing a large percentage of their scant wages 
through the absolute necessity of getting cash to pay board and buy 
clothing. This imposition upon tke primary teachers of our childrea 
has grown to be a miserable scandal and has brought ridicule upon 
the state by forcing the governor to dicker for loans at home and in 
New York to advance earned wages to a semi-starving army of school 


teachers! 


Therefore, it ought to be as plain as any pikestaff to the sensible 
business men of the general assembly that they are face to face even 
now with a duty that they should be strong enough not to delay and 
courageous enough to perform for the safety, dignity and honor of the 
state. 

Doubtless the next demand for pensions will come close, if not 
quite, to the million-dollar ihe. That wil be 25 per centum of the eh 
tire budget of state expenditures. In other words, 25 cents of every 
man’s dollar paid in taxes to the state will go out into the hands of 
“the worthy and the unneedy alike, as help or as bounty. There is, >f 
course, a liberality that is God-like—a charity that, like the sunshine 
and the rain, is visited on. the jus: and the unjust alike. But that ‘'s 
not the charity that government can adopt. Government is not al- 
mighty and exhaustless in resources. The state is an agent and its 
resourcess are the people’s property. Its stewardship is one of hon- 
esty and justice, not of prodigality and waste. 

It is clearly to be kept in mind that no true Georgian asks for 
the abolition of the pension system. The present effort to reform it 
and conform it to honesty and the public sense of generosity and duty 
is an effort to save it from abolition. The confederate veterans and 
the liberal people of the state want pensions given+to every honestly 
needy veteran and every nsedy widow of ai soldier who 
gave his life to ‘the state in the civil war. They want .that 
needed help .given so that it will be as’ nearly adequate in 
every instance as possible. But if the money raised for the purpose 
must be given, in very considerable amounts, to those who manifestly d. 
not need it and yet who can legally demand it, then the relief to the 
really needy must be scaled below the measure of substantial helpful- 
ness. 

Georgia’s pension system should be and can be administered so as 
to accomplish rigidly and righteously the. original purpose of its crea- 
tion. The rolls can be purged to the point where only the deserving 
needy will appear upon them and When that is done it will be easy to 
determine what help will be adequate and exactly how mueh money 
will honestly meet the state’s obligations in that behalf. 

Unless this work is done by the legislatura facing the situation 
resolutely and putting the system upon the indigent basis, and safe- 
guarding it with administrative cegulations that will keep it on that 
basis, there is but one other thing to be done, and that is to raise the 
tax rate! 

If, however, she tax rate of the state must be raised; justice to the 
other legitimate objects of state care demands that this extraordinary 
charge upon the public treasury should be given its extraordinary 
status before the people. The money for the payment of pensions 
should not be raised in the general tax levy. It ought of right to con- 
stitute an annual special levy, be kept rigorously segregated from the 
compounded receipts of the treasury, receipted for separately to every 
tax-payer and paid out as other special appropriations are paid. iu 
this way the people will be kept advised of what they are paying for 
pensions alone and each pension tax receipt will become a certificate 
to the tax-payer of his contribution to this most honorable fund. 

The state of Georgia has prosrered in the face of many discour- 
agements. The solid and vital interests of hef people are growing in 
extent and strength. Enterprises of great power and profit are being 
attracted to her resourceful fields and adding largely to the wealth and 
happiness of the people. The eyes of men everywhere are upon her as 
the typical and imperial commonwealth of the regenerated soutf. 

These facts impose upon her, and especially upon her statesmen, 
the necessity of legislating with wisdom in order that no check may be 
given to her prosperities. Taxation must be reasonable, expenditures 
economical, edvicational progress steady and expansive and the induce- 
ments to capital and industries such as prudent men will accept. 

For these reasons The Constitution, backed by what it knows to be 
the rational sentiment of the state, urges the reformation of the pension 
system so as to put it in equitable and honest relation to the other in- 

terests of the common weal.

Prompt Mail Deliveries. 

In commenting yesterday upon the 
injustice done Forsyth in not giving 
it the benefit of the same postal ad- 
vantages enjoyed by Griffin, Barnes-

ville and other points between Atlan-. 


ta and Mazon, we find that injustice 
was done the management of the 
postoffice at that place, which we 
hasten to correct. 

The office first opens at 7 in the 
morning, and the 10 o’clock delivery 
is that of the morning mail from At- 
lanta and the east, ‘and of the 8 
u’clock mail from Macon, The hours 
are within postal regulations and 
testimony is unanimous that the man- 
agement of the postoffice is endeavor- 
ing to meet every requirement of the 
public, 

The point of our editorial was that 
it was the duty of the postal author!i- 
ties to see to it that every place should 
be entitled to receive its mail as soon 
as possible. No é¢ériticism whatever 
was intended tpon the local post- 
offices which abided postal regula- 
tions. 

To put the matter plainty, ff 
Barnesville gets its mail from south 
Georgia, and from north Georgia and 
the east, before daylight, why should 
Forsyth not be entitled to the same 
privilege, with the same mail-carry- 
ing trains passing through both 
roints before daylight. 

And yet the mail Forsyth gets at 
10 o’clock is in the hands of Barnes- 
ville patrons long before. 

The fault is not with the postoffice, 
but in the postal regulation whica 
does not deliver the mail to Forsyth 
just as it does to Barnesville. We 
make this statement in justice to the 
Forsyth postoffice, which we are in- 
formed is as capably and as satis 
factorily managed as that of any city 
in the, state, and we feel sure that 
should the postal authorities extend 
the additional privileges now being 
petitioned for by the business men of 
Forsyth, the requirements of the ser- 
vice would be most diligently and ef- 
ficiently Protected by the present ca- 
pable . management. of. .the Forsyth 
Ltostoffice.

who owns the largest private col- 
lection of orchids in America sailed from 
this port for Europe this week to inspect 
several hundreds of rare orehids that her 
old world agents have secured for her. 
She is Mrs, George B. Wilson, of Phila- 
delphia. . 

Since Mrs. Wilson contracted the orchid 
fever six years ago she has travéled thou- 
sands of miles in search of the plants 
that only multi-millionaires can own in 
quantity. She has made at least a score 
of trips across the Atlantic, and twice 
She has gone to Mexico upon receipt of 
word that orchid dealers in that country’s 
capital had at last came into possession 
of certain specimens that they had been 
commissioned to secure regardless of ex- 
pense by Mrs. Wilson. 

The last time Mrs. Wilson was in Méx- 
ico she went for no other reason than to 
carry back with her in a basket the big- 
gest orchid yet brought out of any orchid 
region in either the new or old world. 
She was afraid that, unléss she carried 
the plant with her in her Sleeping car 
berth, it would be injured in shipment. It 
is a laelia magalis alba, has over 400 
bulbs and is worth $10,000. That is what 
Mrs. Wilson has been offered for the 
specimen, but once an orchid comes into 
her possession ho sum can buy it, no 
matter how tempting. 

“I have ali the money I need,” Mrs: 
Wilson tells prospective purchasers. ‘‘and 
so I'll keep my plants. But, by the way, 
do you want to sell me any of your co)- 
lection?” 

For many years the white house con- 
servatories contained the only known 
specimens of the orchid called by sci- 
entists den drobium phaloenopsis album, 
Several years after she began her collec- 
tion Mrs. Wiison endeavored to secure a 
bulb from this plant, but neither money 
nor flattery nor the influence of Penn- 
sylivania’s United States senators could 
secure her the coveted bulb. A year ago, 
however, Mrs. Wilson’s head gardener 
handed his employer a young, but fine, 
ee of this inuch-sought-after or- 

“How and where I got it I'm not tell- 
ing,” he said; and that is his answe¢ to 
all questions concerning the origin of this 
Plant to this day. 

Besides collecting orchids, Mrs. Wilson 
has a fad for filling her big, old-fashioned 
gfanite mansion with parrots. Nearly 
every room has its bird or two, and ‘hel 
conversations can be heard at almos 
any hour of the day and night. 

Mrs. Wiison's husband and two sons 
take much pride in her feat of getting to- 
getiier 20,000 rare orchids in less than a 
decade, a collection that brings orchid 
lovers all the way from Europe to in- 


spect it and rave over it ard’ make futlie 


Offers to buy this or that specimen. 

It is not generally known that one of 
the richest men In Amefica travels about 
under an’ asstimied name. This millionaire 
is none other than E: D. Morgan, who 
has had a great deal to do with the keep- 
ing of the Ameérica’s cup in this country, 
and who will take a prominent part in de- 
fending the trophy against the onslaughts 
that Sir Thomas Lapton has planned for 
next summer. 

Mr. Morgan's legal name is Alta Mor- 
gan. He has never taken the trouble to 
have the law put its sanction on the 
initials of E. D., but for all that he 


uses them in all his business transactions. 


When a young man Mr. Morgan had an 
uncle on his father’s side who wrote E. 
lL. before the family name. In his will 
this relative left abort %,000,000 to his 
nephew, Alta, if he would agree to change 
hig name to that of the dead man. And 
Mr. Morgan, not fancying the idea of let- 
ting a snug fortune slip through his 
fingers because of a name, promptly mada 
Limself known as E. D. Morgan. 

From his father Mr. Morgan inherited 
about $30,000,000, and he has multiplied 
tthe $35,000,000 nest egg until he is con- 
servatively estimated to be worth $100,000,- 
000. 

Mr. Morgan has managed several inter- 
national yachting contests, and now, 
while not taking so active a part as 
formerly, he is in an advisory capacity 
to the committee having the new cup de- 
fender in charge. 

The memters of this committeé are by 
ho means poor men—or even ‘‘poor’’ mil- 
lionaires. Look at the estimate of their 
fortunes, made by a man who can gttess 
rretty correcily at these things: 

C. Oliver Iselin, banker and managing 
owner of the new defender, $7,000,000; 
Judge Elbert H. Gary, $10,000,000; Clement 
A. Griscom, $5,000,000; W. B. Leeds, $,- 
y00,000; Norman B. Ream, $2,000,000; Henry 
Walters, $4,000,000; P. A. B. Widener, $16,- 
00,000: William Rockefeller, $100,000,000, 
and J. J. Hill—well, anywhere from $25,- 
00,000 to $75,000,000. 

These estimated fortunes aggregate 
$221,000,000, taking the highest figure after 
Mr. Hill’s name. The annual income of 
this at 6 per cent would be $13,260,000, of 
which $225,000, the total probable cost of 
defending the cup, forms about one-fifty- 
third part. 


‘If the Atlantic Ocean is ever to be 
crossed in three days—and many there 
are who think such a record is not far 
in the future—oil will have to be the fuel 
employed,’’ said a prominent official in 
one of the big steamship companies yes- 
terday. 

Then he proceeded to explain this state. 
ment: | : 

“The genera] public does not under- 
stand the reasons why we do not cross 
the ocean in quicker time. It is not 
because we cannot devise machinery ca- 
pable of pushing our vessels much more 
rapidly, but because we cannot profitably 
catry coal enough to run such high pow- 
er machines. Nor is this due to the cost 
of the coal. That has little or nothing 
to do..with it. It is due to the value of 
the space which the coal takés up. It is 
because locomotives can be coaled, if 
necessary, at every stop and are, there- 
fore, not forced to give space or power 
to carrying great quantities of fuel that 
they can be run at sixty miles an hour. 
Such speed would be utterly out of the 
question if they were obliged to start 
with enough fuel to keep them going for 
4,006 miles, which is a little less than the 
average length of the trans-Atlantic trip, 

“Even if ships of a tonnage \sufficient 


of the world have not entrances -suffi- 
ciently deep to admit ships of éuch great 
draught it would be netessary to carry 
cargoes so trémendous as this great fuel 
supply would make when added to the 
tonnage of enough merchandise to make 
the voyages profitable. 

“Fer this reason alone the big steam- 
ship owners long ago realized that before 
any great addition to transatiantic speed 
were possible, it wou, te necessary to 
find some new means of generating force.

Then came the possibility 
of using a lighter, or more cémpact, fuel. 


Petroleum at once suggested itself to the. 


mine of Clement A. Griscom, but it was 
quickly realized that if it proved practical 
on one ihe other Hnes would take it up 
and the world’s supply then in sight 
would quickly be exhausted or so in- 
creased in the price as to make ita use 
impracticable. But this situation has 
been wholly changed by the digcovery 
of new oll flelds in Texas, California and 
Russia, and at last Mr. Griscom’s dream 
is being realized, for ocean-going vessels 
are carrying on numerous experiments 
with oil as a fuel with more or less suc- 
cess.

The fight which {s about to occur be- 
tween the Southern Baseball League. 
which comprises clubs in Memphis, Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga, Little Rock, Shreve- 
port, New Orleans, Montgomery, Mobile, 
Birmingham and. Atlanta, and the new 
league being pushed by Charley Frank, 
and which announced its circuit with 
Memphis, Nashville, Birmingham, Mont- 
gomery, New Orleans, Atlanta, Savan- 
nah and Charleston inctuded, is likely to 
aiuse much bitter feeling between base- 
ball magnates and close followers of the 
game, and also between some of the 


south’'s foremost moneyed men, who are 
influential in electric light enterprises, 
street car trusts and banking concerns. 
According to the annonncements made 
by representatives of both leagues, there 
will be a clash of clubs in six cities. The 
main financial stays behind the old league 
will be H. and J.. Newman, of New Or- 


leans, whose operations through the 
street car systems extends to Little Rock, 
Birmingham, Nashville, Atlanta and New 
Orleans. 
General Sam T. Carnes, a Memphis 
capitalist, whose fortune has assumed 
gigantic proportions~ recently through 
successful investments in local and other 
electric plants and in Beaumont asphalt, 
has given Charley Frank and the pro- 
moters, of the new Jeague assurance of 
ample financial backing. Just how far 
General Carnes will go in’ advancing the 


money ~-for: preliminary expenditures is 
not known, but Carnes himself has stated 
that he is willing to iose every cent of his 
annual salary of*$25,000 from the Beau- 
mont Asphalt Company in order to win 


because’ he thinks Charley’ Frank and 
the Memphis ch»b was tke victim of con- 
spiracy’in the settlement of the noted St.

He has announced through others in- 
terested with him that fancy financial 
inducements will be offered players to 
jump into the new league band wagon. 
Newman Means Busiress. 

With the Newmans, of New Orleans, 
things are different. In.a statement made, 
The Constitugion recently the junior 
Newman said that the view he and his 
father took of the situation “was from 
purely a business standpoint. He sald 
that baseball was the means of increasing 
street car traffic exactly $36,806.25 over his 
lines in the summer of 1902. He said he 
controlled the street car systems of New 
Orleans, Birmingham, Atlanta and Nash- 
ville. He is of the opinion that a fight 
between rival leagues in the south witl 
eventually mean q slump of public inter- 
est, therefore a shrinking of nickels and 
dimes in trolley fares. 

“T don't believe that General Carnes un- 
derstands the situation,’’ said Hart New- 
man. “I believe that be has been hood- 
winked into a fight which he holds too 
cheap. Two leagues will never pay. If 
necessary, I will furnish twenty cars a 
minute to the parks in Atlanta, Birming- 
ham, New Orleans and Nashville occupied 
by the’ old league, and one car every 
twenty minutes tq the new parks. In 
other words, we wilil fight to kill the new 
leaguers off at once in the hope of keep- 
ing the game from going into tte gutter 
from which the present league took it 
two y2ars ago.’ 

While the fight which is promised be- 
tween Millionaire Carnes and the New- 
nans will be the-real-issue, there is l-e- 
ly to be many side: skirmishes that. will 
be of great interest to the communities 
in which they are waged. The granting 
of the old league franchise to the new 
street’ car: company in Montgomery una 
the awarding of the new league franchise 
to the old street car company in the same 
city has already caused mild hostilities 
in the Alabama capital, which may re- 
sult In the new car company buying out 
the old system. W.’' H. Ragland, who 
manages the new company’s interests, 
was entrusted with the Southern League 
franchise by Judge Kavanaugh at the re- 
cent league meeting, and Mr. Ragland is 
now negotiating for the purchase of the 


old street car company. 
In New Orleans the Newnans and Ab- 


ner Powell, present holder of. the fran- 
chise, will be confronted by a politician 
who has threatened to cause a street to 
be run straight through the diamond at 
Athletic park, the present home of the 
old league. The story goes that the poli- 
ticlan has a personal grjevance against 
the Newnans and Powell. The politician, 
It is said, caused the defeat of a bill 
which would have levied a $100 per diem 
tax on all baseball games. The politician 
also caused the defeat of a movement 
made to stop the playing of New Orleans 
Sunday ball. In consideration of his po- 
litical pull it is said that @he poiftician 
was to have been presented with a share 
of the profits at Athletic park during the 
season, but when the division came it is, 
alleged that the politician’s part was 
several thousand dollars short of what he 
demanded. The Newnans, however, are 
prepared for any condemnation of proper- 
ty at Athletic park. They own enough 
adjacent ground to build several dia- 
monds, and the only expense they might 
encounter would be in shifting the spaci- 
ous stands, which were built last season 
at a great expense. /~ 
Situation in New Orleans. 

The home of the new leaguers in New 
Orleans will be old Sportsman’s park, 
where the Cincinnati Reds trained for 
several spring seasons. Charley Frank 
securefl a several years’ lease on the old 
plant for $600 per year.

In a contest hard fought to the bitter 


end, the Tech football team epain came 


out loser at Brisbine park yesterday after- 
noon. It took the last five minutes of 
play to decide the issue, but, with dark- 
ness in their favor, the sturdy Tennee- 
geeans struggled across the Tech goal for 
the second time, a nd won the game by a 
score of 10 to 6. 

Expecting an uphill game with Tennes- 
pee, the Blacksmiths donned their fighting 
clothes and determined to make the ef- 
ternoon interesting for the Volunteers. 
How well they succeeded in this laudable 
ambition can only be appreciated by the 
handful of spectators, who came expect- 
ing to see the Tech's shaughtered. 

All through the first half Tennessee 
plunged into the line and skirted either 
end, each time for some material gain 
and just as the coveted goal came near 
the umpire’s whistle would blow and the 
oval would go over as a penalty for voff- 
gide play or holding in the line, 
’ he Techs had no chance in the first 
half to show what they could do in offen- 
give work, but considering the difference 
in. weight which favored the Volunteers 
by more than five pounds to the man, 
their defensive game was all that gould be 
asked. In fact, it inspired the team with 
the hope of winning, a hope that no one 
seemed to entertain until the first half 
wag well under way. 

In the second half, after Tennessee had 
bucked the ball down to Tech's 10-yard 
ne and there lost it on off-side play, 
Brinson punted for 30 yards, the bal 
“anding fair in Crawford’s arms. ‘lhe 
plucky little quarterback mapped out a 
direulttous route ahead of him and with 
a quick dodge here and a dash there, he 
skirted the north edge of the field for a 
touchdown, the first of the game. ‘The 
mun was one of the prettiest seen at 
Brisbine park this season, and it accom- 
plished what the heavy bucking and end 
running of Beene, Dowglas and Gettys 
fai talied to accomplish for ‘lennes- 
88. 

A Doubtful Decision. 

Five minutes later Brinson, tor the 
Tech, crossed the Voluntees’ goal line,

for as fair a touchdown as Was ever 
scored at Brisbine park. At no point

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-& heavy foot print had been made in the 
chalk. The decision was unfortunate, for

The decision, however incorrect it may

SCORE STOOD 23 100 
-—IN-FAVOR OF YALE TEAM

Harvard Could Do Little Against 
Yale’s Line, Which Held Like 
a Stone Wall—The Game 
One of the.Cleanest in 
Recent Years. .. . 


el 


New Haven, Conn., November 22.—Yale 
university established her supremacy in 
the east on Yale's fleld this afternoon 
by defeating Harvard in the annpal game 
in unmistakable style. When time was 
called in the darkness of early evening 
the score stood 23 to 0, and Yale’s shout- 
ing thousands oVerwhelmed the victo- 
rious heroes, while Harvard partisans, 
with cheer after cheer, encouraged their 
defeated, but plucky fighters. 

Nearly 30,000“<spectators witnessed the 
great game under weather conditions taat 
could not be improvéd from the stand- 
point of the onlookers. It was a trifle 
too warm for the players, but the tem- 
perature did not cause the contestants 
to let up a moment during the game. 

It took the Yale men five minutes or 
more to get their football stride. After 
that the outeome was never in doubt, 
for the New Haven collegians demon- 
strated that it was Yale’s day. In 
strength, in resources, generalship and 
versatility the Yale men had a big ad- 
vantage over their rivals. Four times 
Harvard's goal line was crossed for 
touchdowns. Three vf the touchdowns 
were converted into goals. Yale's play 
was consistent throughout and of the 
first order. 

Yale Played Straight Ball. 

The scoring was divided almost equal- 
ly between the halves, two touchdowns 
coming in each period. The Yale victory 
was the result rather of straight foot- 
ball than of spectacular brilliancy. Three 
of the tduchdowns came after heart- 
breaking plunges of the Yale men 
through Harvard's defence. Practically 
the only open play of the day was wit- 
nessed when Metcalf, the Yale halfback, 
duplicated the work of Captain Chad- 
wick at Princeton. last week, by leaping 
through the yawning gap in Harvard's 
line and running 78 yards for the second 
touchdown of the game. He did not find 
a clear field, but he was given superb 
interference until he was able to clear 
all of Harvard’s tackles except Mills, 
whom he eluded by clever dodging. Yale's 
other three scores were made by Chad- 
wick, Kinney and Hogan, all of whom 
were pushed over the line in mags plays 
directed at the center of Harvard's line. 

Only twice duringe the game did Har- 
vard have a chance to score. Once by 
magnificent line bucking the Cambridge 
players forced Yale back from its #- 
yard line to a point within 8 yards of the 
goal line. A fumble by Captain Kerfian 
in a play that started variously and gave 
promige of success was followed by a 
Yale stand which took the ball from 
Harvard on downs. In the second half 
Harvard succeeded in reaching Yale’s 
22-yard line, but Yale here developed a 
stonewall defense and a kick was Har- 
vard’s. only hope. Marshall tried for a 
goal from the'field and missed. 

Otherwise the play was almost entirely 
in Harvard's territory and the Yale ad- 
vance was consistent. Except at long 
intervals, the Cambridge players were 
constantly on the defense. Now and 
then a Harvard brace would come and 
for the thoment the Harvard enthusicats 
were endpuraged. But the strength of 
Yale was too great and the spectators 
early began to discuss the probable size 
of Yale's score. 

Game Free from Slugging. 

There was very little kicking done as 
compared with that witnessed in the Yale 
Princeton game of a week ago and here 
Yale outclassed Harvard, 

The game was one of the cleanest ever 
seen in New Haven. The officials had 
an easy time of it and but three penal- 
ties were assessed. Harvard was twice 
a sufferer for off side plays and lost 6 
yards on each occasion. Yale’s end rush, 
Shevlin, was flagrantly off.side on, one 
Yale kick and 10 yards were. promptly 
awarded to Harvard... While. the play 
was vicious, there was hardly a. sem- 
blance of slugging and the rivals played 
with becoming regard for the rules. 

Four changes took place in Yale’s. line- 
up, while Harvard sent five of her cham- 
pions to the side to be replaced by fresher 
men. No one was seriously hurt. Goss, 
Yale’s right guard, sustained the most 
painful injury in the shape of an acci- 
dental kick on the hand. The physical 
condition of the two teams was appa- 
rently on even terms, and Yale's victory 
was won because of all round superiority 
at the game, which was in evidence’ from 
start to finish. There was no particular 
star except possibly in the persons of 
Glass and Rockwell, both of Yale. Glass, 
with the others of Yale’s forward, clear- 
ly outplayed their opponents and Rock- 
well, Yale’s quarterback, displayed. coo! 
headedness and generaliship which places 
him in the front rank of quarterbacks. 
The Harvard backfield, possibly, was a 
faster aggregation than that of Yale, 
but they could not penetrate the Yale 
line. 


Summary of the Play. 


pletely Yale outplayed Harvard in every 
department of the game. In the first half 
Yale kicked five times for a total distance 
of 149 vards, and in the second half three 


| times for a total of 39 yards. One of the 


‘three kicks in the last half went out of 
bounds, for scarcely any gain, that the 
two good kicks by Yale in “this haif 
averaged nearly 50 yards each. 

Yale in the first haif rushed a total 
distance of 165 yards, during which she 
‘had nine first downs. In the second half 
Yale rushed a total of 212 yards, during 
which she had twenty-one first downs. 
Yale’s fumbles coun for little. 

As for the work of the Harvard team 
in the first half, she kicked three times 
for a total distance of 107 yards, and in 
the second half five times for a

It seems almost certain that the miners 
will stand out strongly for a contract with 
the United Mine Workers of America in- 
stead of yearly contracts and confes‘ences 
between each company and the men it 
directly employs as proposéd by the oper- 
ators. On two other demands—increase 
in wages and shorter work day—a com- 
promise, it is thought, can readily be 
made 


Commission Adjourns. 

The commission adjourned today until 
December 3, and most of the commis- 
sioners and attorneys leff for thcir homes. 
The commission was in session only 
twenty minutes this morning. imme- 
diately on ocorivening at 10 o’clock, C. 8. 
Darrow, counsel for the miners, rose and 
suggested that the commission adjourn 


until either the Ist or 3d of December. 
He gave as his reason the inability of the 
miners to present additional facts and 
figures at this time, and said if the sug- 
gestion was agreed to by the attorneys 
for the operators and by the commis- 
sion he had the greatest confidence that 
it would be productive of much good. 

Judge Gray, as chairman of the com- 
mittee, in reply said that he heard with 
much satisfaction the suggestion of Mr. 
Darrow and he felt that the adjournment 
would be acceptable to his colleagues. In 
the meantime, he hoped both sides would 
confer regarding the submission of facts 
and figures and hoped that they might be 
able to consider other matters satisfacto- 
rily. Both sides had made their submis- 
sion of their cases, he said, and the com- 
mission cannot abrogate its duty to make 
a final award unlese tha submissions are 
withdrawn. 

Ira H. Burns, of Scranton, one of the 
attorneys for the independent operators, 
then had a short discussion with Judge 
Gray regarding the position of the inde- 
pendent operators. He thcught the indi- 
vidual concerns should have been con- 
sulted in the matter. 

Judge Gray interrupted to say that the 
commission was not a party to anything 
that had been done by the large opera- 
tors or the miners. All the commission- 
ers had done had been done in open 
session. 

Mr. Burns read a statement showing 
the position of the independent operators 
at this time. In substance it deciared 
that something more vital than the mere 
advancing of wages or the recognition of 
any labor organization was concerned. 


Rights of Non-Union Men. 


The independent operators believe, the 
statement says, that the rights of Ameri- 
can citizens have been assailed, terror- 
ism, intimidation, and, indeed, anarchy, 
has prevailed throughout the anthracite 
region, and it is the. purpose of the 
operators to at least have an expression 
of the America people through this hon- 
orable commission, appointed by its presi- 
dent, thereby pbhacing their seal of disap- 
preval upon future acts so that anyone 
claiming to be a atizen and under the 
protection of the 'American government 
would hesitate before he.would assail 
the right of any individual American. 

Under prevailing conditions the inde- 
pendent operators declare’.they cannot 
concede an advance of: wages, and they 
desire the opportunity of presenting facts 
and figures which will show, they de- 
clare, that the general average of the 
miners’ wages. working for the inde- 
pendent operators is over $700 a year, and 
in many instances. from $1,000 to $1,200 
per year. 
ln declaring the.commission adjourned 
until December 3; Chairman Gray an- 
nounced that a commission would re- 
main in Scranton for the purpose of tak- 
ing up any matter that any one og the 
parties before the committee might de- 
sire to present. Subsequent to the ad- 
ournment Commissioners Watkins, Pur- 
er and Clark were appointed by the 
commission to remain here. The princi- 
pal attorneys for the miners and the 
operators held a conference this after- 
noon, at which a general understanding 
was had regarding the negotiations to be 
entered upon for a_ settlement. The 

eatest confidence was expressed by the 
awyers on both sides that a final agree- 
ment would be reached within ten days.

‘But Two Contests. 

Thetg were but two contests for posi- 
tion, Frank Duffy, of the Carpenters, 
ran for fifth vice-+ president against 
Thomas I. Kidd, of the Woodworkers, 
and was beaten nearly out of sight. John 
Coleman was given a good race for the 
distinction of fraternal delegate to Can- 
ada by Mack Taylor, but won on the 
second ballot: . 

The convention was in almost continu- 
ous session from 9 o'clock in the morning 
until a late hour at night and many 
matters of routine but of no general in- 
terest were disposed of. 

A resolution introduced by Delegate 
Berger to increase the members of the 
executive counci] from nine to eleven 
was reported adversely by the committee 
on law. Delegate H. M. Randall,.of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., spoke strongly in favor of 
enlarging the number for the reason that 
the south and southwest was not repre- 
sented on board and he believed it was 
entitled to it. John P. Reese, of the mine 
workers, spoke in favor of the report, as 
did Charles Sherman, of Chicago, of the 
metal workers. The report of the com- 
mitteg was adopted. 

At the afternoon session , Lawrence, 
Mass.; Lowell, Mass.; Austin, Tex., and 
Cripple Creek, Colo., were placed in nom- 
ination for the next convention, but all 
of them were withdrawn, as were Galves- 
ton and Asheville, N. C., mominated in 
the morning. 

Boston was selected on the first ballot, 
the vote standing: Boston, 5,312; Phila- 
delphia, 1,188; San Francisco, 2,386; Mil- 
waukee, 260. 

| Government by Injunction. 

The committee on the executive coun- 
cil’s report, which was next presented, 
declared against “‘government by injunc- 
tion,’’ but contained the following sen- 
tence: 

‘We recognize the authority of the 
courts to issue injunctions to prevent the 
destruction of property and violation of 
law.”’ 

This created a decided stir in the con- 
vention. Delegates Fureseth, Agard and 
Duncan declared that the committee had 
declared in favor of the very thing 
against which in the earlier portion of 
its report it had protested. Delegates 
Reese and Lewis, of the miners, both 
members of the committee making the 
report, declared that all laboring men 
asked was that the injunction should not 
deprive them of their national rights and 
did not protest against the injunction 
as such. Delegate Lewis declared: 

‘The trouble with the laboring men is 
that they protest against the law and do 
not explain why.’’ 

He denied emphatically that he wished 
to favor “government by injunction,”’ but 
thought that widespread condemnation of 
the writ of injunction ag such was un- 
wise. The debate closed by the committee 
announcing that it would withdraw the 
objectionable sentence from the report. 

The report was then adopted. 

The committee disapproved of the ac- 
tion of the executive council in issuing a 
charter to the Special Order Clothing 
Makers and recommended that the char- 
ter be revoked and that the organization 
be united to the United Garment Work- 
ers as a special division, thejr present 
standard of wages to be maintained. 

Delegate. W. D. Ryan offered an amend- 
ment to the effect that the charters of 
the Journeymen Tailors, United Garment 
Workers and Special Order Clothing 
Makers be revoked and that all three be 
instructed to unite in a single organiza- 
tion. 

Delegate Higgins offered as a substitute 
for the whole that all three abide by the 
decision of a special commission. 

The debate was in full swing when an 
adjournment was taken. 

, Gist of Situation. 

In a nut shell the situation is as fol- 
lows: There are in Chicago two organ- 
izations of clothing workers. The em-- 
ployers refuse to dea] with but one. The 
special order clothing makers desire, 
therefore, to be joined to the Journey- 
men Tailor’s Association, but the lat- 
ter refuse to. accept them and claim that 
they should join the United Garment 
Workers.. The special order clothing 
makers assert that they have nothing 
im common with the garment workers 
and should have an association of their 
own. ‘ 

Several amendments were offered at 
the nignt session and the matter became 
somewhat involved. When the final vote 
was taken all the amendments and sub- 
stitutes were lost and the report of 
the committee as given above was 
adopted. 
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Lost Arm Saluting Grant. 

Austin, Tex., November 22.—During an 
official visit of General Frederick D.

HOUNDS TRAIL 


TRAIN ROBBERS 


Determined Effort. To Capture 
Rock Island Bandits, 


Loss to Railroad Estimated at from 
$2,000 to $20,000 — Eleven 
Hold-Ups in Year on the 
Roads Running Out 
of Chicago. 


Chicago, November 22.—(Special.j— 
Bloodhounds are being used to rail the 
robbers who held up the Rock Island 
train at Davenport, Iowa, last night, and 
secured booty variously estimated at 
from $2,000 to $20,000. 

It is stated that the train carried a 
large. quantity of money and jewelry 
from Omaha and Denver.. The safe was 
a screw combination with time lock, one 
of the best the company had, and it is 
thought it contained an uriusually large 
quantity of valuables. 

Posses of policemen and citizens are 
scouring the woods. The highwaymen 
are believed to have taken the plunder 
to some isiand in the Migsissippi river, 
where they buried it and then crossed 
to the Illinois shore and are in hiding 
in the dense woods. 

The bandits boarded the train at the 
glucose works west of Davénport: They 
soon made their purpose known, and 
after capturing the éngine crew de- 
tached the engine and ‘ran: it to Rock- 
ingham, where they looted the safe and 
made off. 

Officials of railroads and express com- 
panies are much alarmed by the increas- 
ing prevalence of train robberies and 
are planning drastic methods to remedy 
the evil. The plan most in favor is to 
send well-known resolute men, heavily 
armed, with each train. No fewer than 
eleven train robberies have orcurred in 
the last year on roads out of Chicago, 
and in each instance the thieves have 
made way with their booty. 

The Northwestern road and the Ameri- 
can Express Company suffered a loss es- 
timated anywhere from $5,000 to $100,000 
in the Tower “W” hold-up. 

Third on Rock Island. 

The hold-up last night was the third 
that has occurred on the Rock Island 
within a year. July 8 one of the com- 
pany’s express trains was fobbed in 
Texas and October 8 another hold-up 
occurred in Oklahoma. The Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railway has fared 
much worse than the rest in train rob- 
beries. 

April 5, at St. Joseph, Mo., one of its 
trains was held up, and May 27 another 
attempt to rob the same train was made 
at the same point. August 6 a Burlington 
train was stopped near Savanna, Ills., 
by masked men. It is believed they se- 
cured a large sum of money. The last 
hold-up on the Burlington occurred a 
little more than a month ago near Hub- 
bell, Nebr. 

A Denver and Rio Grande train was 
held up July 15 at Marshall Pass. 

The Northern Pacific overland Mmited 
train was held up at Bearmoth, Mont., 
August 56, and twenty-two days later an 
attempt was made to hold this train up 
again. 

The Santa Fe suffered an untold loss on 
the outskirts of Lajunta., 

The only train robbery that oceurred 
this year in which the authorities have 
made any progress was in Colorado. 
Three days ego a Colorado and Southern 
passenger train was held up and the ex- 
press messenger shot one of the bandits. 
The four companions of this robber es- 
caped under fire from the messenger’s 
winchester.

Chicago, November 22.—General Man- 
ager C. A. Goodnow, of the Rock Island 
road, today gave out the following of- 
ficial statement of the Davenport hoid- 
up:

But, on the 
othér hand, there is scarcely one of the 
race that is not an example of depraved 
or vicious inheritances. 

“There are more reformers, teachers 
and preachers today than ever before. We 
have a mouitipticity of churches and 
church organizations. We have educa- 
tional institutions, benevolent societies 
and reformatories galore, but withul, 
crime continues to increase at an alarin- 
ing rate. Géenerdlly speaking, reforma- 
tories do mot reform, heliget -O.s pavs-- 
bition prohibit. The intentions of the re- 
formers and prohibitionists are al) r-ght, 
but their methods are rot. To be suc- 
cessful tney must get at tue root of the 
matter, understand the cause before they 
can 5°move the effect. 

‘“‘'Men are what thelr mothers made 
them,’ says Emerson; ‘you may 4s well 
ask a Joom Which weaves huckéaback why 
it does not weave cashmere.’ 

“Saye a late igsué of The lowa Medical 
Journal, ‘Every child has a right to De 
well born in the sense of being sound in 
mind and body. The state has a right to 
demand this of parents, but the State tn 
making such a demand has also a duty 
to perform which is to educate coming 
parents properiy. The state of Iowa 
spends many, very many, dollars every 
year to teach how to breed good live 
stock, but not one cent is used to teach 
how to procreate good children. When it 
is considered that 3.000 boys and girls be- 
come .méen and womén every day-in the 
yéar, how important it is that they should 
be educated regarding thelr ability for 
good or evil during parenthood.’ 

‘As some one has said, ‘For thousands 
of years the wise of the world and the 
church have assumed that reformatory 
efforts were sufficient to redeem and per- 
fect humanity. It is only in recent years 
that the great truth is being even faintly 
recognized that the mother during a few 
months of her’ ehiid’é@ éxistenc can exert 
a greater influence for good than all thé 
reformatory efforts of alt the reform or- 


ganizations of the world put together. It - 


is essential that the church not only work 
for the conversion of the ainner, but it 
should reverently teach the ‘more vitally 
important truth how to produce charac- 
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tirthmarks, but we are lothe to admit the 
cause, to shoulder the responsibility. 

Education, environment and the religion 
of Jésus Christ can and do work won- 
ders in the lives of many people. It is 
true that we can overcome evil ten- 
dencies or inheritances, but the question 
is, will we? 

“A silk purse cannot be made out of a 
pig’s ear,’ is a homely but a true adage. 

The original matéria] must be good, or 
it cannot be wrought and polished into 
excellence and beauty. 

The human.youth, like any other young 
animal, must by inheritance, have higa 
perfection after its kind, else: the best 
training can do but little toward making 
him an equal, much less a superior, 
among his fellow-youths better than him- 
self by inheritance.

TLANTA’S musical prospect for 
A 1902-03 is the dreariest in her his- 

tory. There have been other years 
when music was just as scarce, but those 
were times when Atlanta had not yet 
realized that she could secure, with little 
more effort than a real desire for rood 
music, a season as excellent in quality if 
not in quantity as those of the large 
cities north and east. 

The lst of December is nearly here, and 
not one serious musical attraction has 
so far been presented. The programme 
of musical entertainment for the rest of 
the season is likewise cheerfully blank. 

People who are fond of “a tune,” but 
haven't even a bowing acquaintance with 
one when it is elegantly dressed, have 
teen glorying in the music that is main- 
Ty lingerie and inference. Those who pre- 
fer music in its noble and ennobling 
ph@ses are becoming embittered or phil- 
csophical. The embittered rail at the 
fate that keeps them here, perhaps, but 
philosophy has the better of it, as is us- 
ual with the practical kind. The philo- 
sophical are beginning to write adver- 
tisements for the piarola. 


“What do you think of the musical 
prospect, or more properly speaking, the 
-ack of it?” was the summing up of ques- 
tions asked certain musicians recently— 
musicians of standing, information and 
fcrce, whose opiniqns are naturally well- 
founded. 

“Atlanta will have no music this winter, 
because her people do not wish it; they 
ao not enjoy good music, and the fault 
lies with the teachers.”’ 

This was the unanimous opinion va- 
riously expressed, and with elaboration, 
of the various musicians consulted. 

“The people of Atlanta were given op- 
portunity to secure for this winter musi- 
cal attractions of similar valie and in- 
terest to the series of high-class concerts 
presented here at small cost during the 
last sev§ral seasons. In the face of lit- 
tle appreciation,’”’ said these musicians, 
“there were a nymber of citizens generous 
enough to guarantee the engagement of a 
number of the great artists of the musi- 
cal world for the coming year. These cit- 
izens were willing to give time, energy 
and money’ to the undertaking for the 
sake of the public, and the only thing 
they asked to aid them was a simple in- 
dication on the part of the public that 
this music was desired. The encourage- 
ment they received was not enough to se- 
cure one coneert, and the plainest infer- 
énce was that music was not wanted, and 
the matter was dropped. 

“There are many of us who long for 
¢cod music We would take the first 
train, if we could, for the busiest musi- 
cal center. We did what we could to 
bring the music here. Bunt exceptions 
cannot accomplish this, and unfortunate- 
ly we are exceptions.’’ 

The existing conditions, these musi- 
clans agreed, will not be without their 
g00d effects, however. Although Atlanta 
may not care for music, and although sae 
thought at the beginning of the season 
she would not miss the usual course of 
concerts, She is beginning already to feel 
that there is sometaing wanting and by 
next spring she will know what it is and 


see to it that there is no such lack next 
year. ‘ 

The season of 1903-4, it is safe to pre- 
dict, will be the most brilliant musically 
Atlanta has ever known, 


Taking matters into their own )Aands, 
ATffanta musicians intend doing what they 
can locally to make the season worth 
while in a musical way. 

‘“‘A choral society is what we néed more 
than anything,” théy say, “but it is the 
hardest thing in the world to accomplish. 
There is a liberal edfucation in choral 
study, but Atlanta singers are unwilling 
to admit it, apparently,or perhaps they do 
not need it. Then, too, it is hard to ob- 
tain the choral director, because the di- 
rector’s work is very heavy and unless 
there is positive assurance that his posi- 
tion will be quite compensating no musi- 
cian feels that he can undertake the 
work. His strength and his musical dig- 
nity forbid.” 

Realizing « the need for choral work 
among their pupils, a number of teachers 
have organized choruses, including first 
only their own pupils and then spreading 
out to others desirous of a like advantage. 
These teachers, it may easily be under- 
stood, are not the ones to be held respon- 
sible for the general poverty of the musi- 
cal taste. Perhaps the statement will be 
kard to believe, but it is true, too, that 
some teachers are sending their pupils to 
other teachers’ choral] classes. 

A little more time ginven.. 

A little more time given to such paying 
study, and a little less to preperngsion for 
recitals would soon establish a usical 
culture extensive enough to support a 
musical season worthy Atlanta’s progress 
in less estetic directions. 

There are at least two choral classes 
which are doing exceptionally fine work, 
and it is expected that by Christmas time 
one of them will have ready for public 
presentation “The Messiah,’’ while the 
other organization is working toward 
similar achievement later in the winter. 

Announcement has already been made 
of a series of orchestra concerts to be 
presented during the winter, the entire 
organization made up of local musicians. 
This project is highly commendable and 
gratifying. It means much for the cause 
of music and the fellowship of musi- 
clans, and the coneerts are anticipated 
with assurance of a:wstic satisfaction. 

Little else in=a musical way for the 
enjoyment of the general public can be 
assured. Musicians will have informal 
musical treats among themselves—quiet 
evenings at home with readings of new 
music and voluntary contributions. to 
impromptu programmes. The choirs in 
the course of their regular work will oc- 
casionally present programmes of special 
excellence. Some of the choirs, by the 
Way, are accustomed to preparing good 
music always and musicians gladly send 
their pupils to practice in these choirs, 
which offer splendid opportunity for 
training in sight reading and for musi- 
cal information. 

With such things Atlanta must be con- 
tented this winter, and it is not a ba@ 
showing for local effort, that has hereto- 
fore been spasmodic or desultory. At- 
lanta proved herself at the beginning of 
the season apathetic about music, but 
there is little doubt that she will gladly 
take advantage of the music that comes 
her way, and next year she will see to 
it that there is no “aching void.”

HESE are twin  subjects-on which 
everybody in this wide world, in 
every clime under the suf, is thor. 
oroughly posted. «fhere are few 
peopie who have not, at some period 
in their careers, been placed in the at- 
utude of a borrower, and fewer still 
who have not been lenders. From 
the little girl who borrows a doll, 


and the small boy who borrows kite | 


or top, to the big speculator who has 
vu sacgvllate’ a .Oan to finahce' his 
leals, and his wife who borrows no- 


tions in finery from her social rivai,. 


) on evety round of the social ladder 
and at every age, we are acquainted with the con- 
yeniences and the evils of borrowing and Jending. 
‘The arrangement is the life-blood of trade, com- 


merce and industry, and ability to do both go a 


long way toward establishing the status of both the 
individual and the nation. All the mighty nations 
of the past were those which were’ factors in the 
money market, and which could well afford.to play 
“he role of either the lender or the borrrower. The 
same statement is true of the world of today, ex- 
cept that our systems have been infinitely improved, 
‘as regards inclusiveness. 

It is rather with the individual phase of the ques- 
tion that we desire to treat at this time, and when 
we do this we speak in a language which will be 


understood and appreciated by, not only those liv- 


ing in ‘the populous cities, but the inhabitant, as 
well, of every cross-roads hamlet in the country. 
While there are some situations which excuse lend- 
‘ing and borrowing, and may even render the two 
imperative, as a general proposition it is entirely 
cafe to follow Shakespeare’s advice when he says: 


“Neither a borrower tior a lender. be; 
For loan oft loses both itself and friend, 
And borrowing dulls the edge of husbandry.” 


There are a great many people who can bear 
truthful testimony to the weight of this assertion. 
Tt has grown to be a’ common axiom that if we wish 
to get rid of a bore we may consider how cheaply it 
can be done by lending him money—a rather cyni- 
‘eal statement, but one which is borne out by the 
verity of sad experience. For there are many peéo- 
ple who, when they have once succeeded in press- 
ing a loan out of a friend seemingly forget his ex- 
istence. This class of borrower has a distinct place 
in society. There is another yet larger; the neigh- 
‘borhood fiend. Of these there are two subdivis- 
ions—the woman who borrows groceries from your 
wife with the deliberate intention of forgetting to 
return them; in other words, the feminine dead- 
beat; and the absent-minded, genial folk who neg- 
lect to order household necessities and run in in a 
‘purely neighborly and social way,” to supply their 
deficiencies from your larder. Parties in both 
these classes speedily get up a reputation for them- 
selves, and after a time it follows. them around 
from place to place to their detriment—not often to 
their discomfiture, for in one case they are too cal- 
loused, and in the other too dense to take offense. 

There are also men and women who borrow your 
books, perhaps the best beloved occupants of your 
library, which you prize almost as greatly as one 
of the children, and if they return them at all, it is 
in such dilapidated condition as to make you swear 
fo ignore all decent conventions by refusing the 
courtesy the next time. We have even known of 
people borrowing wearing apparel and going out in 


Society, like the jackdaw in the fable, garbed in 
other birds’ fine feathers. 

Even more flagrant and unpardonable is the 
conduct of a great many loose-mannered individ- 
uals who appropriate the language, the fine 
thoughts, the hard-won ideas of other people, and 


without a word of credit to the proper 
( source, use 
them as their own. this 
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harsher term. We would not be surprise 
to see the alienists establish another class 
noiacs—those who make a mania of borre 
For there is:little doubt that the habit of borrowing 
is a mania with a great many pi , rly every: 
man knows one or more who, while they never at 
Solutely need the articles requested, cannot resist 
the temptatidn to “make a touch” when ‘face to 
face with an easy opportunity, ~~, 

It is-to this pernicious custom that many latter- 
day tragedies are due. Through easy borrowing 
people grow into the habit of living beyond their in; 
comes, and a child can prophecy the ending of a 
prolonged course in this direction: Thos€ who 
“skimp” a trifle, in order to cut the coat according 
to the cloth,“are invariably more happy and Con- 
tented, albeit a trifle less spectacular, than those 
always borrowing cloth which it is uncertain they 
can pay for. After all, the whole business is al- 
most putely a matter of self-control, and when 
once one has experienced the sense of freedom 
which is!ever with the man Who does not borrow, 
and the increased respect of himself and friends, 
one learns that the restilt is worth the effort.

The: Emperor Paul, having begun his 
reign in the eccentsic and graceless man- 
‘ner just recerded, continued in the same 
way. He mieant well, but his mind’ was 
out of fociis; terror, a quarter of sake 
tury of it, had made him mad. Imagine 
him through those-thirty years of wait- 
ing at Gatchina, a prisoner, though 
nominally free; umeertain, from day to 
day,-when his mother would send her 
accomplice to strangle the breath out 
of his body as they’ had strangled his 
father; that she would one day dispatch 
them for this purpose he was assured;

The people were outraged and offended 
from the very first. The gruesome coro- 
nation ceremony at St. Alexander monas- 
tery did not appeal to them; it was re- 
volting to their sense of t fitness * of 
things. The tsar had made an ugly and 
gtaceless start. What was to be ex: 
pected of a monarch who began in this 
fashion? | ce 

Paul’s fate was remarkably like that of 
his father. In, the case of the late tsar. 
Catherine, discovering that her hustand 
was impossible, and and constituted an 
obstacle to the prosperity of the nation, 
took the law into her own hands, and 
Peter died suddenly. Paul, having shown 
himself incapable anu dangerous to the 
welfare of his people, died also and with 
equal suddenness.° In his case his suc- 
cessor, his son, Alexander I, was innocent 
of his death. The people whom he had 
aliegated and .offendeg—they were his 
judges. The end came under the cloak 
of a demand for the tsar’s abdication. On 
the 2d.of March, 1801, the tear, annoyed 
by the indecision of the Prussian king. 
whom he had pressed to declare in favor 
of his darling project, a Russo-French 
combination against England, sent a mes- 
sage to his minister in Berlin to put a 
stop to the indecision of Prussia by a 
threat*‘of war.

A truly tropical production and 
well suited to a class who look . upon 
work as an evil. a 

The appearance of the beautiful white 
ships of the American squadrons will be 
the signal for the black mountaineers to 
gather in force at the seashore. If the 
fruit company’s ships attract hundreds 
the men o’ war will attract thousands, 
and it would take very little persuasion 
at this period to get the entire population 
to emigrate in a body. 

There will be probably very little feel- | 
ing shown by outward signs, for the Ja- 
maican is a dignified person, especially 
in the presence of strangers. He has a 
digifiied regard also for a ufiform. All 
along the hot, white streets of the island 
villages the white helmets and blouses 
of the guards Thave created a feeling of 
respect for order such as is not seen 
anywhere in the states. Big black men, 
standing as straight as rifie barrels, pa- 
trol the streets at all hours, and, al- 
though they are courteous and affable at 
all times, they permit no boisterous be- 
havior. All this seems strange to the 
foreigner who, knowing the negro dispo- 
sition, looks for an enthusiastic outburst, 
Behind it is the strict discipline of the 
Jamaica regiment officered by English- 
men.

navigation, and those of the less protected 
variety are simply ugly anciAorages at 
whicn a large vessel cannot lie without 
being moored both bow and stern. Their 
existence is due to the banana trade. 

The entire population engaged in the 
fruit trade is black. Not an ordinary 
black, but a real deep Congo tinge, such 
as 's found on the West Coast of Africa, 
and it is only among the clerks, ship- 
pers and officemen one finds the color 
lightening a little. Shoes are almost un- 
known, and a tourist who lately entered 
a house of the better kind found a pair of 
corsets carefully rolled up and tied with a 
ribbon, and set upon a table in the parlor. 
They were exhibited as a strange freak 
of American and English fashions. 

As might be supposed, the morals of 
these primitive people in regard to sex 
are not conventional. Marriage is con- 
sidered an evil. The woman has to work 
as hard as the man, and she finds herself 
handicapped under the English law when 
tied to a lazy buck, who sits around and 
allows her to support him. It works bet- 
ter when she can give him a shift when 
he gets tired and take up with some more 
energetic fellow, who can support herself 
and children. This puts a premium upon 
thrift. The worthless man cannot even 
have a home to shelter him. In spite of 
these peculiarities of temperament there 
is seldom much quarreling over domestic 
rights. 

Missionaries have looked upon this con- 
dition as almost hopeless, but the people 
thrive and are happy, and while the East 
Indian coolie looks down with scorn upon 
the great black man, the latter holds tne 
coolie in disdain ag a mere pigmy of the 
human race, and one whose opinion is not 
worth considering. They seldom, if ever, 
mix, coolies living on the plantations or 
in villages of their own. 

To these black people the demonstra- 
tion of the naval force in their waters

It will awaken dreams 
of future wealth, and his tax-ridden fruit 
garden will seem more hopeful of un- 
burdening itself with the aid of the good 
American silver. He will look forward to 
the days when he may sit at ease under 
nis luxuriant bread-fruit trees ana smoke 
the pipe of peace and plenty, with his 
favoriate beverage, the most delicious 
drink known to man, at his side. Then, 
under the gentle stimulus of rum and 
kola champagne, the visions of the great 
white saips will flit before him—the huge 
vessels winding up the Port Royal chan- 
nel in Kingston to show him how he could 
be protected while taking an important 
part in the world’s work. .

from the earth. The uses to which the 
longleaf pine—trunk, root and branch— 
are put are almost too numerous to men- 
tion. The wood is stronger and heavier 
than that of any other pine. Its ggseatest 
value rests in its adaptabflity for heavy 
construction—in naval architecture, for 
masts and spars, in civil engineering, 
for the building of bridges, viaducts, tres- 
tiles and forthe supports in the construc- 
tion of buildings. Large quantities of 
heavy timber sawed or hewn for such 
purposes are shipped, with constantly in- 
creasing demand, to British ports and 
European dockyards. In the building of 
railroad cars the timber of long leaf pine 
is preferred to any other. The bulk of 
the naval stores used in the world is 
derived from the forests of. long-leaf. 
Turpentine is a good solvent for many 
resins, wax, fats, caoutchouc, sulphur 
and phosphorous, and is used in the prep- 
aration of paints. varnishes, the rubber 
industry, etc. The green leaves of the 
tree furnish an essential oil of balsamic 
odor. The so-called pine wool which is 
made from their cellular tissue, and is 
used in upholstery, is said to be also of 
value as an antiseptic dressing for 
wounds, Of the various kinds of fabric 
which of late years it is manufactured 
into, the most notable, perhaps, is a car- 
pet resembling cocoa matting, but closely 
woven and of a rich brown color. 

There is no one tree which contributes 
so largely to the necessities and the com- 
forts of man, yet the destruction goes on 


at an alarming rate of increase from year 
to year. No measures have been attempt- 
ed to maintain the timber resources by 
sparing the young trees in the best stage 
of their growth from the ax; to provide 
against forest fires, or to protect them 
from running stock. Under the present 
method of managing turpentige orchards 
trees of such small size are tapped as 
are unable to resist the force of the winds. 
In @ few years these are inevitably pros- 
trated, while the larger trees, weakened 
by the severe gashes on almost every 
side, become largely wind-shaken and the 
timber, ~after a lapse of thme, loses in 
value. The practice of setting the fires 
burning at the approach of spring to 
hasten the growth of grass for stock and 
the damage from the stock effectually 
preclude renewal which nature, if left 
alone, would take care of. The seedlings 
are hopelessly ruined by the various de- 
structive agencies to which they are so 
ruthlessly exposed. 

Men are not sufficiently unselfish, since 
very nearly a lifetime is necessary for 
renewal of forests, to provide for it by 
sowing the seed and replanting the young 
trees which is one method suggested by 
the foresters—it is too far in the future. 
But more care and discrimination in. box- 
ing. in the prevention of forest fires and 
damage by stock are plainly the necessity 
of the situation. Economic reasons point 
all to the conservative management of 
the virgin forests and their reproduction 
chiefly by methods of protectioh. 


Did a Georgian Ante-Date Edison's 
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Electrical Discoveries? 


Writien for Ghe Sunny South 


N 1857 the newspapers of At- 
lanta announced that upon 
special invitation Dr. 
Alexander Means would 
deliver a lecture to the cit- 
izens on the subject of 
electricity. Dr. Means at 
that time was professor of 
chemistry in the Medical 
College of Georgia, at Au- 
gusta, and also held the 
same position in the At- 
lanta Medical college. 
Cultured and accomplished, 

and gifted to an uncommon degree, this 
servant was too modest and unassuming 
to urge his claims for what he was really 
worth. His rich imagery and poetic 
fancy made even the dryest subjects han- 
dled by him interesting to his audiences. 

Electricity at this time was just be- 


ginning to attract attention, and Dr. 
Means had given it especial research. So 
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interested was he that in 1851 he visited 
the continent of Europe, after having 
Spent considerable time in following the 
lectures of Sir Michael Faraday at the 
Royal Academy of Science in London; 
and at Paris and Berlin he laid ufder 
contribution all that the schools of sci- 
ence could offer to the student at that 
time. It was (as he stated in his popular 
lectures) while following the great Fara- 
day that the possible utilization of elec- 
tricity as a motive power was suggested 
and subsequently in pursuing his experi- 
ments at his laboratory in the Atlanta 
Medical college that he, first of all men, 
illustrated the feasibility of using an elec- 
tric current for illuminating purposes. 

The lecture at the court house in At- 
lanta was to call the attention of the 
public to the practical uses to which elee- 
tricity might be applied. He dwelt at 
length upon the phenomena of this won- 
derful agent which he declared to be 
“God Almighty’s vice genent on this 
earth.” It was a most eloquent and in- 
structive discourse and had it been de- 
livered in New York, Philadelphia or Bos- 
ton would have set in motion at that 
early day the inventive genius of an 
Edison. 

As it came before an audience of this 
young city of men engrossed with the af- 
fairs of commercial pursuits, the lecture 
Was regarded by them as the visionary 
utterances of an impracticable man. 
There are a few, perhaps, living now who 
heard Dr. Means at that time—one of 
whom fs Mr. Green T. Dodd, who was a 
great friend and admirer of the former. 
At the close of the lecture Dr. Means in- 
vited his friends to his laboratory the 
next day, where he proposed to demon- 
strate the practical use of electricity ae 
an illuminating agent. 

A number of citizens who had heard the 
lecture gathered at the college the next 
day, and to them and the students he

At one time in the history of the coun- 
try it was a town of note throughout the 
united colonies and at the home govern- 
ment in England. The actua! population 
of New Echota varied from three to five 
hundred resident citizens, but ag all the 
business of the tribe was transacted 
there, this number of inhabitants was 
greatly augmented by the constant in- 
comings and outgoings of native states- 
men and government emissaries. ' 

It was here that the Cherokees attain- 
ed unto their greatest civilization—a civili- 
gation and refinement which in some in- 
stances partook of the nature of “true cul- 
ture. 

As the Cherokees were the most peace- 
able and amenable to reason of all the 
five civilized tribes, it was a common oc- 
currence? for the English and later the 
colonial governments to use the good 
offices of the Cherokees as mediators in 
treaties made with the other civilized 
tribes. 

Little as we know it, there were enact- 
ed at New Echota ‘scenes which have 
materially affected our own history. It 
was there that a final agreement was 
reached leading to prohibitive measures 
against the Indian traders who were in- 


Indians the entire territory of northeast 
Georgia was under military surveillance, 
and many are the pretty romances which 
have to do with the coy Indian maidens 
and the soldiers who love wherever they 
are stationed. 

One of these soldiers rode a very spirit- 
ed horse, and to ride it was the great 
longing of a fearless Indian girl. Once 
they galloped over to Big Spring, about 
8 miles east of New Echota, he on the 
famous war horse and she on an Indian 
pony. When they were ready to return 
she begged ‘the privilege of exchanging 
horses with him, but the soldier, fearful 
that she could not manage the larger 
horse, went to exchange bridles and very 
foolishly allowed her to remain in the 
saddle. The horse, trembling and impa- 
tient In his new found freedom, rushed 
off as soon as the bridle was removed. 

Thoroughly frightened for her safety, 
he mounted the pony and pursued, fearing

Of all the men of note in the civic and 
political annals of New SBchota, none 
were more interesting or more deserving

The great battle for state’s righta first 
saw the light of day In the Cherokee cap- 
ital when George Tassels. a Cherokee 
Indian, was convicted of murder and sen- 
tenced to the death penaity in Hall coun- 
ty. The Cherokee government at New 
Echota filed a vigorous protest, based 
upon the claim that the Cherokee na- 
tion was under the jurisdiction and pro- 
tectorate, not of the state of Georgia, but 
of the United States. 

Governor Gilmer remained firm in his 
contention that the crime had been com- 

hence the perpetrator 
should be held amenable 
to Georgia laws. Chief 
Justice Marshall, who at 
that time graced the 
bench of the highest trib- 
unal in the land, heard 
the petition and placed himself in com- 
munication with Governor Gilmer, de- 
manding the surrender of Tassels.

Then she declared her intention of 
marrying him, her own family and al! of 
Cornwall were shocked and thrown into 
a state of turmoil. Friends importuned 
her, but to no avail, her purpose was 
Becoming a missionary had long 
lain a dormant hope within her breast, 
but at that time it was beyond the pale 
of reason for a young woman alone and 
unprotected to go among a*savage peo- 
ple, even if she should go as the bearer 
of a message of peace. 

She realized that herein lay her oppor- 
tunity, and it is reasonable enough to add 
that her heart may have gone out to this 
handsome young savage, for we are toid 
in a letter written about that time that 
he was a “personable young man.” At 
least her after life was conclusive proof 
ef her love for him. Ellas Boudinot be- 
came a mighty factor in Cherokee civi- 
lization and soon rose to importance in 
the councils of his own people and in the 
halig of state. 

He was editor of The Cherokee Phoenix, 
the only paper ever published by the In- 
dians prior to their removal, and by a 
provision of the Schermerhorn treaty it 
was stipulated that they be permitted to 
carry the press with them to the terri- 
tory, where it is now in use. Mr. Boudi-

“So far as concerns the exercise of power 
which belongs to the executive depart- | 
ment, orders recéived from the supreme 
court, for the ptirpose of staying or in 
any manner interfering with the decis- 
ions of the courts of the United States 
in the exercise of their constitutional ju- 
risdiction, will be disregarded and any 
attempt to enforce such order will be 
resisted with whatever force the laws 
have placed at my command. [If the ju- 
dicial power thus attempted to be exer- 
cised by the courts of the United States 
is submitted to, or sustained, it must 
eventuate in the utter annihilation of the 
state governments, or in other conse- 
quences not less fatal to the peace and 
prosperity of our present highly favored 
country.”’ 

Thus was sounded at New Echota thé 
slogan which announced Georgia’s une- 
quivozal position in the matter of civic 
jurisdiction. It was here that the nota- 
bles who came to visit this country as 
government emissaries were entertained. 

John Howard Payne was at one time 
a prisoner in the old block house. About 
the time of his. visit much disaffection 
existed between the Cherokees and the 
United States government, caused by the 
unprincipled statements of the Indian 
traders. So flagrent had been their of- 
fenses that the authorities denied them 
further admission into the territory, and 
Payne was mistaken either for a traitor 
or a spy and wae promptly arrested, not 
by the Indians as has been frequently 
stated, but by the United States sol- 
diers. 

He was incarcerated in the Indlan 
block house, which gave rise to the state- 
ment that he was made prisoner Sy the 
Cherokees. The chiefs and warriors met 
in solemn conclave in the old council 
house and enacted laws for their people. 
The Cherokees and Creeks for years en- 
gaged in strife over the boundary line 
which separated.the lands of the two 
tribes, finally met on the ball ground at 
New Echota and effectually settled, for 
all time to come, the long-standing dils- 
pute. Hundreds from both tribes came 
and camped about the village anxious to 
view the important contest. Camp fires 
flickered from every hill top and intense 
interest was centered in the game which 
resulted in favor of the Cherokees. 

The finger of tradition points to the 
time when General Andrew Jackson was 
an honored guest within the limits of New 
Echota. Owing to the fact that Sequo- 
yah (the English equivolent of whose 
name was George Guess) had not invented 
and perfected his alphabet, but little, save 
the meager and unsa@isfactory accounts 
which tradition hand down to us, is 
known of the Indians prior to the advent 
of the white man. It was then that their 
authentic history began. Meager as are 
the accounts, sufficient is known to make 
this hallowed ground, replete as is its 
history with romance and the more 
startling realities of war.

IGHT REV. ELLIOTT, one 
of Georgia’s most learned 
‘gcaolars and able divines, 
for many years bishop of 
the diocese of Georgia of 
the Episcopal church, in 
an able article written in 
defense of African slavery 
in the south, wrote during 
‘ the year 1860: 

“It is well for Christians 
and philanthropists to 
consider whether, by taeir 

‘ Interference with this in- 
stitution, they may not_.be checking and 
inmypeding a work which is manifestly 
providential. For nearly a hundred years 
the English and American churches nave 
been striving to civilize and Christianize 
western Africa, and with what result 
around Sierra Leona and in the neighbor- 
hood of Cape Palmas a few natives have 
been made Christians, and some nations 
have been partly civilized, but what a 
small number in comparison with the 
thousands, nay, I may say millions, who 
have learned the way to heaven and who 
have been made to know the Sav'or 
through toe means of African slavery! 
At this very moment there are from three 
to four millions of Africans educating for 
earth and for heaven in the so villified 
southern states—educating in a thousand 
ways of which the world knows nota- 
ing—educating in our nurseries, in our 
chambers, in our parlors, in our work- 
shops and in our fields, as well as in our 
churches, learning the very best lessons 
for a semi-barbarous people—lessons of 
self-control, of obedience, of perséver- 
ance, of adaptation of means to ends, 
learning above all where their weakness 
lies and how they may acquire strengta 
for the battle of life. These considera- 
tions satisfy me with their condition and 
assure me that it is the best relation they 
can for the present be made to occupy. 
As a race they are steadily improving. 
So far from the institution being guilty 
of degrading the negro and keeping him 
jn degredation, it has elevated him in the 
scale of being much above his nature and 
race, and it is continuing to do so. Place

Such language 
is only of a piece with that miserably 
false sentimentalism which is pervading 
the world—such sentimentalism ag thinks 
it cruel that a child should be disciplined 
or a crimina)] punished, which looks 80 
tenderly upon the means as quite to 
overlook the great end whose means may 
be working out. God’s ways are not dis- 
cordant with tais way of slavery. He 
who sees everything in its true aspect, 
with whom a bye ape years is as one 
day—in whose sight the light affliction of 
this life, which is but for a moment, is 
far outweigned by the glory which is to 
follow—cares very little for the present 
meang through which His will is working. 
What is it that a man should be a slave, 
if through that means he may become a 
Christian? 

“What is it that one, or even ten, gene- 
rations should be slaves, if, through that 
arrangement a race be training for fu- 
ture glory and self-dependence? What are 
the sufferings (put taem at the worst) 
which the inhumanity and self-interest 
and the restraints of law can inflict for 
a few génerations when compared with 
the blessings which may taus be wrought 
out for countless nations inhabiting a 
continent? What is it to be the course 
and what the end of the relation? God 
only knows. My feeling just now is, that

Thousands of the happy, bright-winged 
creatures have been killed that thev 
might ornament (?) my lady’s hat or 
bonnet, though it must be a perverted 
taste that can see anything pleasing in 4 
dead bird with glass eyes and a half open 
beak. 
horribly expressive of the death agony. 

Quite lately, however, the good news 
comes to us from the headquarters of La 
Mode that the crusade against wea¥ing 
birds—carried on by a few noble women 
of the land—has at last had its effect.

They seek favors which the successful 
carrying forward of the work does not 
guarantee. When tired, don’t expect to 
stop, notwithstanding the condition of 
the work. 

Never be afraid to make concessions 
now and then.

Quite 
likely you have been paid for many a 
day’s work when business was slack, 
yet your wages were not cut.’’

to kill birds when and where he pleased. 
All down the ages this destruction went 
on, until some birds are extinct and oth- 
erg in danger of being so. 

First the sportsman, in civilized lands, 
took alarm and laws were made to pro- 
tect game at certain seasons so there 
would be some left to hunt at others. 
Now intelligent farmers have found out 
that the insects are going to make it im- 
possible to raise crops if the birds are 
all destroyed. So tional and state agri. 
cultural societies are imploring laws for 
the protection of the scavenger birds, the 
insectivorous and the sweet singer. Many 
have passed them. Alas! Georgia is 
strangely indifferent. 

The Audubon societies are doing what 
they can—directly, by besieging the 
legislatures; indirectly, by educating pub- 
lic opinion, getting nature study in the 
schools. 

One cause of much foolish killing of 
birds is to furnish ornaments (7?) for hats. 
In Atlanta an effort Is being made to do 
something to discourage this. 

The club called the Bird Lovers was 
started just three years ago. About 
a dozen women agreed ‘never to 
wear any more wild bird plumage.’’ They 
called themselves ‘“‘The Bird Lovers.” 
They now number between 4,000 and 5.000 
from north, south east and west. They 
never meet; they pay no dues; they have 
but one bond of union—interest in birds.

Bird Lovers, frequently, know little of 
birds or “their hobits; they look at the 
subject from different standpoints, es- 
thetic, economic or humane, but they 
have one common ground. They stand 
for an effort to eradicate cruelty—the at- 
tribute of devils!—from the human heart. 

The Atlanta list has received and pub- 
lished names from the following states:

Atlanta school children know all about 
these Bird Wovers. The teachers have 
sent in lists of children over 10 until 
they now number 2,500, A promising lit- 
tle ermy. It will be a good day for re- 
form law’ in Georgia when some of 
those boys who have promised “‘not to 
kill birds Just for fun’’get into the legis- 
lature.

This new edition, known as the Or- 
monde edition, has been carefuily pre-

THE LOANING OF MANUSCRIPTS. 
e International Union of Academ! 
was formed part! wen 
y to.pimplify the condi- 
tions of setentific and, literary labor. To 
this end .the pnited atademies.made an 
crrangement by. which the exchange of 
valuable, manuseripts of different coun- 
tries might take place, and scholars be 
spared long and sometimes difficult jour- 
reys. The Royal Academy of Sciences of 
Madrid refused to join the union, and 
still remains outside, though it has dune 
something to facilitate international. re- 
search. The London Athenaeum says: 
“Printed books of which ‘but one copy 
is known to be extant, manuscripts, en- 
gravings, charts and ‘plants, etc., cat 
only be obtained after the signed approval 
of the Spanish secretary for public in- 
struction. Diplomatic intervention is al- 
so fequired (pregumably of the foreign 
office ofthe nation to which the borrower 
belongs). Further, an engagement is to 
‘be given that the borrowed books or 
MSS. are to be used in the rooms of'a 
public library, -but not in the borrower's 
own dwelling. ; 

“Such loans are only to be concedéd to 
nations which will allow a like privilege 
to Spanish scholars. All uscripts 
containing miniatures, precious auto- 
graphs or original documents, a costly 
rarities, are to be refused, or only lent 
after special consultations of the director 
ani secretaries of, the library to which 
they belong. The costs of export and im- 
port are to be paid by the borrower, and 
the sum is to be determined by the direc- 
tor of the library, who is also to fix the 
amount of the deposit, which is to be 
repaid at the return of the loan. The 
Spanish" government must be. informed of 
the proposed loan, and reserves to itself 
in all cases the right of prohibiting its 
exportation out of Spain. The. regwia- 
tion’ are somewhat intricate, but they at 
least ifdicate a slight progress in the 
cpening.ef the Spanish libraries to wider 
research."

MARK TWAIN AS A PILOT. 

Captain Selwyn Ramsey, of San Joaquin 
City, Cal, olaims.the unique distinction 
of once Maving employed. Mark Twain 
as second wheelsman at the salary of $15 
a week. Captain, Ramsey’ is one of the 
old pioneers in California river naviga- 
tion, says The, Chicago Tyibune. He 
commanded the first stéam packet that 
ever ran up the Sacramento river, and, 
although he is over eighty years old and 
hasn’t been on the. bridge for mote than 
twelve years, yet he still loves to. talk 
of the good old river’days, and the souna 
of a ‘snuff box,” 4s he calls the old 
stern wheelers, is to him as the bngle :to 
a war horse. | 

“Yes, I used to knpw Sam Gemens,”’ 
said Captain Ramsey,.to an interviewer, 
“and he was one.of,the beat wheelsmen 
I ever had. It was along in 1868, I was 
on the old John Wallace at the time on 
the Sacramento river.run. She belonged 
to the old (California, Steam Navigation 
Company, and we made the night trip up 
from San.

Hundreds of these 
Coin concerns, some of whom 
did not own a foot of 
ground, merely options on undesirable 
property, did a tremendous business f6r 
weeks and monthe. They drained the 
pockets of the poor and middle classes 
by florid and high-sounding advertise- 
ments in the newspapers. The bait of 
étock offered for a few cents per share 
brought a gtream of money from people 
ewho could i 
when they found they had.been imposed 
upon, were not in a position to prosecute 
the swinuiers who had so brazenly rob- 
bea them. Une of the proprietors of a 
bogus company, said they “made” $4,300 
in one week, which simply meant that 
thie amount had been taken in. It was 
all profit except the cost of A cheap. and 
worthless option, some beautifylly print- 
@4 office stationery; and the expense of 
the big display advertisement accompa- 
nied by a half-tone cut of a spouting 
gusher which did not exist. Other com- 
panies that started in business with per- 
fectly honest intentions, bored for oil, 
and, failing to find it, could fot resist 
the temptation of taking down their der- 
rick. removing all evidences of their fail- 
ure, and recuperating their “duster luck” 
by joining the army of swindlers. 

Occasionally a victimized speculator 
would come to Beaumont and make it 
hot for the sharks, But the latter, pos- 


sessed of the very resourcefulness of the 
devil, generally managed to keep out of 
the clutches of the law: <A story is told 
of the clever ruse worked by one rim- 
‘fam man on a suspicious stockholder 
who was in Beaumont oe the 
prospects of the company in ich he 
and a ntimber of his neighbors had in- 
yested. Hie was from up north, from Mis- 
souri probebly, because he ifigistently de- 
manded to. be shown some tangible re- 
suits of good intentions on the part of 
the concern which had taken his money. 
The confidence man had no property to 
show the stockholder, but nothing daunt- 
ed, he hired a carriage, and, driving out 
to e Top, halted the vehicle several 
hun yards away from a score of 
derricks that belonged to a dozen or more 
big companies, and with a sweeping ges- 
eB and a great swelling of the chest, 
gaid: ‘“Thete, sift, ia our property. I 
miet now return at once, as a party of 
capitalists from Boston gre expected to 
arrive on the next train, and I must be 
jooking after the big interests of our 
stockholders.” The suspicions of the 
gmall holder were allayed to such an ex- 
tent that he humbly requested the privi- 
lege of buying a few more shares. He 
went home with confidence fully restored. 
His stock wae a work of art from the de- 
| “and printer’s standpoint, but had 
‘no other value. 

The capitalization of the oi] companies 
in Texas is simply enormous. The au- 
thorized issue of stock is $231,963,998. 
This is nearly two and a half times the 


capitalization of the Standard Oi] Gom-/ 
pany; nearly two and one-third times the 
gold reserve of the United States goy- 
ernment, and only seventy millions less 
than the of 
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These comparisons show to what extent 
the folly of the reckless speculators has 
taken them, Of course, it is not within 
the *power of man to tell how much of 
this authorized stock has been issued, 
for. under the corporation lawe of the 
Lone Star State there is no method of 
determining such a question, but it is a 
dead certainty that the sum actually in- 
vested is far in excess of the amount 
that might be expected to return a fair 
rate of interest. It is undeniably a field 
that will. prove incomparably rich in 
productivéeness, but unwise ‘and over- 
zealous speculation has loaded it down to 
the guards with a burden of capitaliza- 
tion it cannot carry, and tt will never 
prove a remunerative investment to the 
masses whose money has been invested 
in it so lavishly and who are looking to 
it so expectantly. 

Much of the land which sold for thou- 
eands of dollars per acre brought too 
much money, no matter how much oil 
there was under it. Subsequent prospect- 
ing has shown that there was no oil at 
all under the greater part of it. This 
means gigantic losses to be met by some 
one. It és probable that these losses, 
great as they are, will be so generally 
distributed that no panic or collapse will 
occur. The shadowy, illegitimate com- 
panies are folding. up their tents, and 
thousands.of small investors will have 
to swallow their chagrin and disappoint- 
ment and resolve to be wise next time. 
Their losses, while great in the aggre- 
gate, are too widely separated to visibly 
affect the situation. The great winners 
in this mammoth boom were the land 
speculators who got out in time, and the 
tricksters who gathered in the shekeis 
from a public whose cupidity is the hal- 
ter which leads it from one slaughter to 
another.

AM making a scouting tour | 
through | wihizerland on 
the track of the American 
‘Invasion. This little moun- 
tainous country is ‘the 
kernel of Europe, and a 
rich, juloy kernel it is. It 
is only twice as big as 
Massachusetts, and it has 
not as many people as 
New York, but it. byys 
‘more foreign goods than 
the whole Chinese empire,, 
and its people have wants 

which correspond to almoat every branch 
of our manufactures. 

But first let me give you a bird's-eye 
view of this little land of the Alps. If 
you could sail over it in the new flying 
machine which Dr. Langley, of the 
Smithsonian institution, is making, you 
would find that it is by no means all 
barren. It“is only the snowy peaks of 
the mountains that are good for nothing. 
Fully one-third of it is covered with 
forests, there are pastures high up in the 
Alps, and further down are thousands of 
small farms and vineyards. 

There are more than ¢ million people 
here engaged in agriculture. There are 
300,000 peasant farmers, nearly évery one 
of whom owns his own land. The coun- 
try is made up of villages, with a very 
few cities of size. Zurich, the largest, 
has only 150,000; Basel, on the German 
frontier, has 111,000, while this town of 
Geneva, on the lake of that name, not 
far from the French border, is still small- 
er. Ihave been to the capital, the city 
of Berne. It is a sleepy town of 6,000, 
while Lacerne, Chaux de Fonds, Lau- 
sanne and St. Gall have from 930,000 to 
40,000 each. .There ate villages every- 
where and little huts scattered through 
the nests in the mountains. 

The Swiss are amomg the thriftlest of 
all the Caucassians. They believe in 
making everything pay its own way, and 
every man here has a4 
profession or business, 
just as in thé United 
States. There are but 
few millionaires, and 
very few paupers, but 
many who have money 
invested in stocks, bonds and mortgages. 
Indeed, millions of dollars’ worth of 
American securities are held by the 
Swiss, and a steady stream of foreign 
money pours into Switzerland from out- 
side investments, as well as from the 
thousands of tourists who come here for 
their summer vacations. Switzerland has 
thirty-five banks, with an average capi- 
tal of $1,000,000 apiece. It has 5,000 differ- 
ent factories, and the whole country is a? 
beehive of house industry. 

Every village has its apeciajty, and the 
people of every section are employed in 
making things to sell. Swiss watches are 
sold everywhere, and tae best watches 
are sold everywhere, and the best watches 
of the world today are the Swiss. We 
make good timekeepers, but our watch- 
makers are machinists. The Swissare 
artists. and the very finest of goods are 
turned out by them. Nevertheless, Amer- 
ican watches sell ‘here, and also American 
watch cases. 

At Geneva one of the specialties is mu- 
sic boxes. Not fat away is the town of 
Chaux-de-Fonds: ‘in whith, with its sur- 
rounding ‘country, 908,000 watches are 
made every year. Tn the mountains wood 
carving is done, and about Zurich there 
are great silk-wetiving works. Near St. 
Gall taey make vast quantities of em- 
broideries for Eurépe and the United 
States, 50,000 people being empldyed in 
business alone. There are other 
thousands who work in iron and steel and 
other thousands who make cheese and 
condensed milk, specialties in which 
Switzerland leads the world. 

I nave said the Swiss are rich. They 
have plenty of money to spend for what 
they want, but they must have their 
money’s worth. This our exporters should 
consider in figuring upon the trade of tae 
country. They should remember taat they 
will have to sell ‘better goods and Cheaper 
goods than are now in the market to get 
the trade, for they will Have to displace 
the goods now used. They should send 
commercial travelers here. Taere are 
thousands of drummers now on the Swiss 
roadg from Germany, Belgium and Eng- 
land, but comparatively few from the 
United States. Licenses are required for 
commercial travelers, and of 23,000 such 
recently issued none were credited to the 
United States. The drummer should speak 
German or French, but he can get along 
with\English. The railway fares are’low 
and notels are cheap, so that a good man 
ought to be easily able to earn his salary 
and expenses and a good profit for his 
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ut let me tell you something about the 
American goods already sold here. I havo 
visited the largest cities and I find the 
tracks of the American invasion on every 
slreet and*on many of the country roads, 
I saw an American automobile yesterday 
with a dashing French girl acting as en- 
gineer, and I find American bicycles on 
almost evyery™country road. Some are 
used here, in Geneva, by the bakers to 
deliver the bread from baskets which they 
carry thus about on their backs. You 
see a basket full of bread scorching up 
and down the street upon two wheels, and 
you know that the man manipulating it | 
is a bread peddier am® that the -wheels 
belong to a bicycle which in three times 
out of five comes from: the United States. 
Switzerland, hilly as it is, is a good land 
for bicycling. You have to do much 
walking up the mountains, but the roads 
are everywhere good and there is much 
chance for excitement in flying around a 
curve on the edge of a precipice with 
your legs over the handle bars. 

We sell several hundred thousand dol- 
lars’ ‘worth of American machinery to 
the Swiss. every year. Our sewing mag 
chines are humming away in the cottages 
on the Alps and our mowers and reapers 
cut the crops on the plains. Our leading 
agricultural implement factories have 
their travelers go from place to place 
drumming the farmers. I am told there 
is a good opening for American plows,

“The Amerieans need their agents on 
the ground.

The agents ere needed to examine 
into the credit of the merchants, for 
although they are in the main trustwor- 
thy, stil] they are divided into good pay- 
ers and poor payers, as are traders the 
world over. There is no use of trying 
4o 4o business in Burope except on credit, 
The merchants can get this from the 
other exporters, and the Aggerican will 
have to give it. The ordjnary eredit is 
from three to six months.” 

I find a great deal of American grain 
used in Switzerland. Wheat grows well 
on.the plateaus; but ogly half enough is 
produced, so that there is a good market 
for American wheat and American flour. 
As it is now, we sell as much as $6,000,000 
worth of cereale a year, and it would 
seem to me that an increase might be 


made in the sale of oatmeal, hominy, and 
other Dreakfast foods. There should be

connecti with American typewriters. 
There aré large American furniture stores 
fri Zurich and Basel, and roll-top desks 
are sold here in Geneva. The goods come 
knocked down, as the freight from New 
York to Switzerland is 1 cent per pound. 
Seme of the desks come overland from 
Antwerp and Havre, but others are 
shipped to Rotterdam and are sent up 
the Rhine on barges. 

Switzerland ts spending millions of dol- 
lars every year’ for fuél for its homes 
and factories. -It buys coal of England, 
Germany, Belgium and Austria, and it 
is believed at it might profitably pur- 
chase of us. The coal could be sent toe 
Rotterdam and up the Rhine to Switzer- 
land at a comparatively low rate. At 
present Germany sells 900,000 tons of 
coal heré every year, France and Bel- 
giuz, about 200,000 tons each, and in addi- 
tion there ar# thousands of tons from 
Austria and England. 

As to the American shoe, there fs no 
doubt but that its sale might be largely 
increased. It ig claimed that our shoe 
is too expensive for the Swiss, but I 
found five stores in Zurich selling Mas- 
sachusetts and Chicago $ shoes for high 
prices, and doubt not they can be sold 
all over the country. The consuls tell 
me that the Swiss need a thicker sole 
than that found in the ordinary Amer!i- 
ean shoe. The ro@ds here ate rocky and 
hard on the feet. A duty of about u dol- 
lar a pair is charged, and this must be 
taken into consideration in fixing the 
prices. 

I had an interesting chat as to Amer- 
jean trade the other day with Consul 
Lieberknecht at Zurich. Mr. Lieberknecht 
is a weil-known country editor of Ge- 
nesee, Ills., who was appointed by Pres- 
ident McKinley to represent us at Zu- 
rich. He is a good business man and is 
full of common sense views of Switzer- 


land and the Swiss. Said he: 
“Our people do not understand the Swisa 


nor their wants. They think they are 
longing for American goods, and that they 
will snap at them &as soon as they see 
our Catalogues. They do not realize that 
this is one of the oldest markets of Eu- 
rope and that people lived here very com- 
fortably long before America was discov- 
ered. There are store buildings tn Zu- 
rich which contained merchandise while 
our forefathers, dwelling in log cabins, 
were bartering with the Indians; and 
these same store buildings are still filled 
with all the necessaries and luxuries 
that the Swiss need or want. If we would 
sell goods here we must show the Swiss 
that our goods are better than those 
they are buying. The people must. see 
the goods and handle them. They won't 
buy without they know what they are 
getting. 

“Our exporting firms should study the 


an opening hete for American corn, as 
the Swies have to buy cattle feed, and in 
the same connection; cotton seed cake 
might be sold. The chief light outside the 
cities is from American coal oil, and 
among the meats sold I sage Chicago 
hams, bacons and canned stuffs. 

The sale of carpenter’s tools is large. 
Our hardware holds ite own in all parts 
of Europe and our machine tools are ac- 
knowledged to be the best. American 
Saws are frequently seen, and there 
should be a demand ‘here for the old- 
fashioned wood saw. In many of tae 
cities the chief fuel is wood. It is brought 
in from the mountains and sawed and 
split -in the streets. The ax used has 4 
~ handie and a blade about three 
inches wide. It ig a sort of cross be- 
tween an ax and a hatcaet. For cutting 
down trees some American axes are sold. 
I saw a jot from Findlay, Ohio, in one 
of the stores of Berne. After the wood 
is sawed and split it is carried up into the 
houses on the backs of men in great bas- 
kets made of staves.

Using where, and many facto- 
Electricity ries are run by electricity 
im ali generated by water. Here 
Forms at Geneva the water 
Works run the street cars 
and furnish the electric lights. They also 
supply power to work shops. large and 
small, taroughout the city and its su- 
burbs. The power plant is on an isjand 
in the Rhone, right in the center of the 
city and only a hundred feet from where 
the Rhone runs out of Lake Geneva. 
There ig quite a fa]l at that place; and tae 
turbulent stream moves twenty great 
engines by means of turbines. The ma- 
chinery was made at Zurich, from where 
comes a large part of the electric supplies 
of this country. Many of the cities have 
electric trams, and most .of them are 
lighted by electricity. Tae tram cars are 
trolley. The electric lights here at Gene- 
va are of the Brush variety. 

The most of western Switzerland is 
French, and Geneva might be called its 
capital. The ity is one of the most beau- 
tiful of its size in Burope. ft has mag- 
nificent store buildings ang many fine 
homes. It lies in a nest in the hills on 
the shores of Lake Geneva at the point 
where the Rhone flows out on its way 
toward the Mediterranean sea. The 
Rhone divides the city, forming several 
islands, over which bridges @o from one 
side of the town to the other. On the 
isiands are bath houses, restaurants 
cafes, a the water works. One of the 
bridges is on the site of a bridge which 
Julius Cuesar destroyed when he had 
his first battle with the Holvetti. Geneva 
is a city of schools, and it has students 
from all parte of Europe. 

I ke Lake Geneva. It fs a beautiful 
expanse of glassy green, with Mt. Blanc 
and others of the snow-capped Alps look- 
ing down upon it. It is Only from a mile 
and a half to eight miles in width, but 
it is as long as from Baltimore to Wash- 
ington, and in most places very deep, 
reaching a depth of ‘a thousand feet in 
some parts.

“It was an answér to a communication * 


from tae negro trustees of this school, 
which the, whites mainly had butflt, the 
negroes contributing only ‘such small 
amounts as they were able to contribute. 
In that jetter I urged upon them to edu- 
cate their people and pledged tae co- 
operation of the whites in that direction. 
1 urged the impoftance of friendly rela- 
tions between the two races, reciting the 
fact. that we were compelted\to live to- 
gether in the same country; that our in- 
terests were identical; that we were tax- 


0 alike, etc. I strove as far as I could to. 


cultivate the kindly relation which -1: be- 
lieved to be so highly desirable: Notwith- 


standing that fact; there was a great. 


deal of disturbance on different planta- 
ttlans and a good deal: of plundering; ‘so 
much so that even-tae ‘agénts .of the 
freedmen’s bureau had-to interfere. '.I 


would partkularly mention a case which . 


occurred, on my own plantation (I was 
planting ‘rice at ‘the time), when the ne- 
groes drove the overseer away, threaten- 
ing ‘ais life, on account of some orders 
he had given about the particular way 
the rice was to be cultivated. °‘ They 
wanted to cultivate it in their own style. 
There was no violence at all en his part, 
There were some fifty-odd negroes on this 
place and taeir- violence was so great 
(they threatened with \hoes and -imple- 


ments of that sort. as well as guns) that , 
the freefimen’s bureau agent had to in- 


terfere and the commander of the troops 
there had to take soldiers ‘out to, quell 
this difficulty. That was about the state 
of things when I left the coast. 

“Those negroes upon the coast are very 
different from the negroes in middie and 
upper Georgia; they are almost an en- 
tirely different race of people, Taey afe 
excessively ignorant. The intéHigence of 
the negro in the middle and “upper coun- 
tles of Georgia is very “much the same 
as the intelligence of the negro here <6r 
anywhere over the country. ‘But in tae 
southern portion of the state, where there 
is a large negro belt. as' we call it. the 
negroes have absolutely a language of 
their own. ‘If a’ négro from Washington 
were to talk with a negro from Atlanta’or 
the upper portion of Georgia their lan- 
guage would be -the same; they would 


, 


usé about the same words to exbreis thé 


same ideas, But it is not so on the coast, — 


If a negro were transported from tais 
city to the coast of Georgia he would not 
understand at all'a great deal that many 
of the negr@@s of that const would say: 
Their old masters, ° whou grew up with 
them, do understand taeir janguage, but 
it is a peculiar language. It ig different 
trom the language of the negroes in any ‘ 
other portion of our state or any other 
portion of the south excépt along the At- 


lantic belt: -

taéy gre very ignorant and hawe avery 
pecullar religion. I have attended what

not'th the army, for’I want to say very 
distinctly that our people have not en- 
tertnained “animosity and bitterness to- 
ward the troops, tae men who were in 
the ‘army; our feelings are directed to- 
ward these camp followers and men wag 
have'come in our midst since the war— 
men without character and without in- 
telligence, except a certain sort of 
shrewdness .by which toey have been en- 
@bied tao impose themselves upon the 
négro and gcquire gain—some of them 
very much gain—out of the pittances 
they were able to get out of the negro 
one way or another. -Someofthem have 
gotten‘ into office ffom counties where 
they- never were but: once or twice dur- 
ing the whole canvass, In some cases 
they have gone into a county only a few 
days before the elfction; their names 
have.been sent to the league and taeir 
election has been fixd up in: advance. I 
Know of one or two members of the legis. 
lature’ who never resided at all in the 
counties from ‘which they were sent, ex- 
cept a few days-before the election. 

“My own impression from what I have 
seen in Georgia is that the negroes, left 
free from this influence, would have been 
exceedingly peaceable. The very kindlicest 
relations exist’ between the old masters 
and their former servants. I could give 
from my own personal knowledge in- 
stances of the very tenderest expressions 
cf kindness and enthusiastic demonstra- 
tions of love on the*part of the negroes 
for their old ‘maésters.-:In‘ ome case 4 
body’ gervant of mine came a iong dis- 
tance to s¢e me; aftér having been. cap- 
tured by the fedéral army in Georgia, and 

ying. with them for montas, he came 
back to me just before the surrender and 
told me he preferred to serve me rather 
than have hig freedom. His wife was my 
wife's chambermaid. She wanted to go 


wife. I had been offered $2,500 for «aim, 
which I had declined to take. I would 
not have sold him at all, any more than 
‘T would ‘have sold my brother. These two 
negroes were anxious to go with us to 
Brunswick, but’ I aad but little money 
and was unable to take them. On my re- 
turn to-that portion of. Georgia two years 
afterwards I walked to my father’s house 
a mile before: breakfast to their little 
cabin to see them.
